2 An Hiſtorical Deſcription of the 
ligion and Worſhip of, his Anceſtors : And though Pau- 
linus had, according to Articles, free Liberty to preach, 
yet, in the Space of aYear, little or no Progreſs was made; 
but he continued Biſhop without a Flock in his Dioceſe. 
But an Accident and a Miracle coming cloſe together, ** 
ſtagger'd the King's Reſolutions, and at length converted 
him. The Fees Auk was that of Edæuin's — aſſault- 
ed by a Villain at his Country-Seat near Yor4, and nar- 
rowly eſcaping Aſſaſſination. Paulinus being at Court, 
ran immediately at the firſt Alarm this Accident made, 
and finding the King in a great Rage againſt the King 
of Meſstſex for ſending the Ruffian to deſtroy him, told 
him that God, to whom ſuch Wretches were an Abo- 
mination, would not fail to puniſh ſo horrid a Villany. | 
Edwin, breathing nothing but Revenge, promiſed at the 
ſame Time to renounce Idolatry, if the God of the Chri- 
ſtians would avenge him of his Enemy. In this very 
Inſtant News was brought him that the Queen, after a 
difficult Labour, was delivered of a Princeſs, for which 
Edwin returned Thanks to his Gods; but Paulinus was in 
Extaſy, for having been in no ſmall Fears for the Queen's 
Life, on which all his Hopes depended, he fell down on 
his Knees, -and with great Ardour thanked God for her 
ſafe Deliverance. The Prelate's Zeal, no way feigned, 
was ſo pleafing to the King, and begot in him ſo favour- 
able an Opinion of the Chriſtian Religion, that he im- 
mediately conſented Paulinu: ſhould baptize the new- 
born Infant, who was named Anfleda, and was the firſt 
that received Baptiſm in the Northumbrian Kingdom, 
tho” eleven of the Queen's Female Servants were at the 
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| ſame Time chriften'd with her. 
| Aſter this Edwin let not his Reſentment ſleep, but, 
| | _ raifing an Army, overthrew the King of We//ex, forced

Edwin fell down at his Feet, 
acknowledged the Sign, ſaid he was ſatisfied, and ready 


to receive the Chriftian Faith. But we find before any

* The Story of this Sign is thus related by Bede : Ethelfrid, who 
was his Predeceſſor in the Kingdom, ſought nothing more than Eg-. 
wwin's Death, tho” of Right the Crown belonged to him. Edwin . 
therefore wandered about in many Countries with all imaginable Pri- 
vacy, till at laſt coming to Redwwald, King of the Faft-Angles, he be- 
ſought him to protect bim from the tyrannical Uſurper. The King 
welcom'd him, and promis'd to grant his Requeſt ; but being ofter'd, 
by Ethelfrid a great Sum of Money if he would betray him, and, if 
he did not, threatened with a cruel War, he yielded, contrary to the 
Word he had given to the untortunate Edwwin. This being known 
by a Companion of Edwin's, he call'd him out of Bed late at Night, 
telling him of the Danger, and adviſing him to ſave himſelf. I thank 
you for your good Will, (ſays the poor King) however I cannot do aubat 
you propoſe, to break my Compact with ſo great a Prince, who has done 
me no Harm; yet, if I muſt die, and he will deliver me up, I am willing 
rather to Jolt by the Hands of a King, than of a meaner Perſon; for 
where, alas] can I, ⁊ubo have ſo long lived in Exile, now find Refuge from 
the Hands of my Enemies Hereupon his Companion departed, leaving 
him very penfive, fitting without the Door on a Stone, Not long at- 
ter an unknown Perſon advanced, and aſked him why he fat there at 
that Time of Night, while others were at Reft. Edwin rephed, What 
is that to thee, whether I fit within Doors or witbout ? The Stranger 
anſwering, faid, Think not, my Friend, that I am ignorant of the Cauſes 
of iy preſent Grief e I ktow them very well; but tell me botu thow. 
wwould'ſt requite him that ſbould rid thee of all this Care and Vexation, 
and perſuade Redwald neither to hurt thee himſelf nor to permit others “ 
When he had promiſed to do whatever was in his Power, the other 
added, And what if be ſhould promiſe the Kingdom due to thee, and the 
Subverſion of thine Enemies that wwould flay thee ? And further, That 
thou ſhalt not only be the migbtieſt King of all thy Line, but of all the 
Saxons that ever were within this Ilie? He anſwered in Effect as be- 
fore, to do what he could to requite ſo great a Beneſit. Vell then, 
(faid the other, laying his Hand upon Edzoin's Head) when all theſe 
Thing: ſhall come to paſs, and thou ſhalt be ſhewed a more excellent Way 
to direct thy Courſe of Life than ever ⁊uas imparted to thy Predeceſſors; 
remember this Token of laying my Hand upon thy Head, to folluao wwith- 
out Delay the Directions that fhall be giuen thee. Having ſaid this, he 
ſuddenly diſappgared, that Zdwin might know it Was an Apparition. 
But while he yet ſat in the Place, rejoicing at the News he had 
heard, but very ſolicitous, and wondering in himſelf who it could 
be, or from whence he came, that ſpake thus to him, his Compa- 
nion before mentioned came running to him with a pleaſant Counte- 
nance, ſaying, Riſe, go in, and, laying afide all Anxiety, compoſe yours 
elf to Steep ; 72 ing s Reſolution ng 2 Rags hs do 
you no Harm, but rather to perform the Promiſe he has made you: For 
Then he bad in private acquainted the excellent Queen with bis Intention, 
agreeable to what I told you before, ſbe, inſtead of approving, difſuaded 
bim from it, by urging on bim the Law of Nature, the Truſt of a Friend, 
; ard

open Declaration came from the King about changing 
his Religion, he had taken Care to ſound his own High- 
Prieſt on that Head; who, wiſely gueſſing at the King's 
Intentions by his Arguments, jumped in with him, and 
ſtruck the firſt Stroke at Idoliſm himſelf; for immedi- 
ately he rode to the famous Pagan Tem ple at Godmondbam, 
threw a Spear at the chief Idol, and burnt it, with the 
reſt and the Temple, to the Ground. 

Thus fell Paganiſm in the North of England. Pau- 
linus was now ſolemnly inſtalled by the King in the Ar- 
chiepiſcopal Chair; and upon that News Pope Honorius 
ſent him the long- deſigned Pall, with Letters of Congra- 
tulation and Advice to Edwin, confirming Gregory's De- 
ſign about the two Metropolitan Sees; which was, that 
when either of the Archhiſhops died, the Survivor ſhould 
conſecrate a Succeſſor, that they might not have the 


Trouble or Danger of going to Nome for it. 


Now, when Paulinus the Biſhop had influenced the 
King to receive the ſacred Laver from his Hands, ard 
a Day was appointed to perform the Ceremony, the 
whole City of Jork was reduced to ſo low an Ebb by the 
late Devaſtations, that it could not afford a Temple large 

enough 
and the, Royalty of a Prince; and conſequently that it was a Thing un- 
wvortby of ſo great a King, to ſell his good Friend in ſuch deep Diſtreſs, 


either thro” Fear, or the Love of Gold. 


Thus it was that the King's Heart was ſo moved that he was 
not only willing: to defend Edwin, as formerly; but, raiſing a great 
Army, and going in Perſon againſt Ethelfrid, he overtcame and flew 
him in the Engagement; upon which Edevin, by the general Con- 
fent of his People, was choſen King with joyful Acclamations. 
The Viſion, ſays the ſame antient and venerable Author, was re- 
vealed to Pauligys. 

Speed relates this Story, but accufes the Author of being too much 
addicted to fabulous Miracles. Mr. Echard is ſilent in this Rela- 
tion of the Apparition. Perhaps he thought it too Monkiſh, and 
more than the preſent Age could well believe. However, he tells us 
that Paulinus, by Revelation, as was believed, coming to the Know- 
ledge of a Secret which ſtrangely befel the King in the Time of his 
Troubles, laid his Right Hand on the Monarch's Head, aſking him 
If be remembered the Sign? But before this Time the King had been 
wounded by an Aſſaſſin called Eumerus, who ſtabb'd one of his faith- 
ful Servants, named Lilla, and through him wounded his Royal Ma- 
ſter in his own Palace. This Villain was hir'd by a Veſt-Saxon 
King, call'd Quinſe/m. Now the good Biſhop obtain'd this Promiſe, 
That if Chriſt would grant bim bis Recovery, and Victory over his Ene- 
mies, he <vould become a Chriſtian. And indeed he propounded the 
Reaſons to his great Men that induced him to embrace Chriſtianity, 
Paulinus alſo aſſiſting him. 


in 
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enough for the Occaſion. Whether the Roman Struc- 
tures were then quite erazed in the City, as well as the 
Britiſh Churches, which (Monmouth tells us) Aurelius firſt, 
and afterwards King Arthar, took ſuch Care to rebuild 
and reſtore to their former Glory, we cannot determine; 
but it 1s certain, by venerable Bede's Account, that no 
Place was then found in the City, or at leaſt was thought 
proper by the Prelate, for initiating ſo great a King into 
the Myfteries of our moſt holy Religion; a little Oratory 
of Wood was therefore occaſionally thrown up in the 
very Place where the great Church now ſtands, and de- 
dicated to St. Peter; in which on Eafter-Day, being 
April 12, 627, one hundred and eight Years after the 
Coming of the Saxons into Britain, the King and his 


| two Sons, Osfrid and Eafrid, whom he had by a former 


Wife, with many more of the Nobility, were ſolemnly 
baptized. | 
The Ceremony over, ſays Bede, the Prelate took Care 


to acquaint the King that, ſince he was become a Chri- 
ſtian, he ought to build an Houſe of Prayer more ſuit- 
able to the Divinity he now adored, and adequate to the 


Power and Grandeur of ſo mighty a Monarch as him- 
ſelf. By the Biſhop's Directions he began to build a 


magnificent Fabrick of Stone, % in Loco, where the 


E other ſtood, and in the Midſt of which incloſed the Ora- 
E tory already erected; for, as the carrying on a Work of 
this Nature muſt alſo be a Work of Time, the Oratory 
| aforeſaid was to ſerve for the ſolemnizing the Divine Of. 
fices till the other was finiſhed. The Building went on 
very faſt; but ſcarcely were the Walls erected, that is, 


, . ſo far as to come to Roofing, when the Royal Founder 


was ſlain *, the Prelate forced to fly the Country, and the 


Fabric left in the naked Condition it was juſt arrived to. 


In this Manner the Church lay neglected ſome Time, 


until Ofvald, a Succeſſor of Edeæbin's, about the Year 
632, undertook to finiſh what was ſo worthily begun, 


and lived to compleat it; but ſcarcely was it brought to 


X this Perfection, when O/fwwald was likewiſe flain in Bat- 
tile by Penda, the Pagan King of Mercia, and his new- 
erected Structure well nigh demoliſhed.

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Bede tells us that this firſt Temple of Stone was a ſquare 
Building, and that it was alſo dedicated to St. Peter; 
the Feaſt of which Dedication was very antiently inſti- 
tuted, and long held annually in this Church, with great 
Solemnity, on the firſt Day of October, and ſeven — 
following. | 

In the ruinous Condition deſcribed above did Vilfrid 


find it, on his being made Archbiſhop of this Province, 


in the Year 669. The Prelate much troubled, ſays 
Bede, at the Uſage the Church had undergone, being 
then ſo deſolate as to be fit only for Birds to build their 
Neſts in, ſet about, with the utmoſt Vigour, to repair 
and reſtore it to its former Grandeur. The Walls he 
repaired, fixed on the Roof, took Care to cover all with 
Lead, and glazed the Windows, to preſerve it from the 
Injuries of the Weather, and prevent the Birds from de- 
filing it. Eddius, who wrote the Life of Wilfrid, and 
who is ſaid to have flouriſhed about the Year 720, gives 
this Account of the Cathedral's firſt Reparation. It is 
plain, by both his Teſtimony and that of venerable Bede, 
Contemporary, that Maſonry. and Glazing were uſed 
here long before the Time of Benedict the Monk, who is 
put down as the firſt Introducer of theſe Arts into Eng- 
land. 

And now, by the Hand of Providence, the Church ſtood 
and flouriſhed, under the ſucceſſive Beneficence of its 
Spiritual Governors, for near 400 Years; in which Time 
ſeveral Additions and Reparations mult have been made 
to it by them; but what, or how, Hiſtory is filent in, ex- 


cept the Library beſtowed upon it by Archbiſhop Eg- 


gert: And this extraordinary Donation, which Alcuin 
gives ſo high an Encomium of, became the rich Furni- 
ture of our Church about the Year 740. 

During the Daniſb Invaſions, which were carried on 
with Fire and Sword quite thro' the Kingdom, our City, 
and conſequently the Cathedral, muſt have ſhared the 
fame Fate, tho' no Account appears of the latter's Miſ- 
fortunes *till the Year 1069; when the Nor humbrians, 
aided by the Danes, ſeeking to throw off the Conquer- 
or's tyrannical Yoke, the Garrifons in the Caſtles, fear- 
ing leſt the Houſes in the Suburbs ſhould ſerve the Ene- 
my to fill up the Motes and Ditches, ſet Fire to them; 
which {pr ading, by an accidental Wind, farther than it 

—_ 
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was intended, burnt down great Part of the City, and 
with it the Cathedral fell in almoſt one common Ruin. 
7 he The antient Fabrick thus deſtroyed and laid in Aſhes, 
the Canons of the Church were expelled from their 
Stalls, and the Revenues of it ſeized into the Conquer- 
or's Hands: But, after ſome Time, having made Thomas, 


; | his Chaplain and Treaſurer, Archbiſhop of this Province, 
*X he reſtored the Temporalities to him, and this Prelate 
F took Poſſeſſion of his Church and Dioceſe in the Year 


1070, at a Time when both were made deſolate, and 
| near totally deſtroyed. 
ö Thomas, however, ſet himſelf heartily to Work to re- 
| ſtore them to their former Splendor. The Church he 
| rebuilt much larger and nobler than it was before, re- 
| called the baniſhed Eccleſiaſticks, filled Vacancies, and 
in ſhort eſtabliſhed, in every Particular, the Fabrick in 
as good, or better, Condition than ever. | 
Once more raiſed to Grandeur, the Church continued 
in great Proſperity till the Year 1137; when, June 4, 
BZ a caſual Fire began in the City, which burnt down the 
Cathedral again, and, along with it, St. Mary's Abbey 
and 39 Pariſh Churches. This Accident happened in 
XX the Epiſcopacy of Archbiſhop Thur/tan ; and we find an 
3 Indulgence granted ſoon after by Joceline Biſhop of Sa- 
raum, ſetting forth, that Whereas the Metropolitical

I buted towards the Re-edification of it, he releaſed to 
them forty Days of Penance injoined.” 
> Notwithſtanding this, our Church lay in Aſhes all the 

Time of Archbiſhop Henry Murdac and St. William, 
X Thur /tar's immediate Succeſſors, until Roger, Archbiſhop, 
X 4:0 1171, began to rebuild the Choir, with its Vaults, 
and lived to perfect them. Afterwards, in the Reign of 
Henry III. Walter Grey, Roger's Succeſſor, added the 
South Part of the Croſs Ile of the Church; for we find 
that, 4zno 1227, another Indulgence was publiſhed, by 

the ſaid Walter, of forty Days Relaxation, c. to thoſe 
Benefactors who liberally contributed towards the Work: 
of the Fabrick thereof, 

About the Beginning of the Reign of King Edward J. 
Anno 1260, Fohn le Romain, then Treaſurer of the

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Church, Father to the Archbiſhop of the ſame Name, 
began and finiſhed the North Tranſept, as alſo a hand- 
ſome Steeple in the Midſt. His Son proved yet a greater 
Benefactor, for Hiſtory informs us that, April 7, 1291, 
the Foundation of the Nave of this great Church of St. 
Peter was laid from the Weſt End Eaſtward, there being 
then preſent John le Romain, Archbiſhop; Henry de 
Newark, Dean; and Peter de Rof5, Precentor of the 
Church ; the reſt of the Canons in their richeſt Copes 
attending, before whom the ſaid Archbiſhop, invocating 
the Grace of the Holy Ghoſt, in great Devotion laid the 
firſt Stone with his own Hands. This is agreeable to 
the Account the Table bears which ſtill hangs up in the 
Veſtry, containing theſe Words.

[In the Year of our Lord 1291, 

The Building of the Nave of Nor- Minſter was begun 
by John le Romain, Archbiſhop thereof, and 40 Years 
after in a Manner compleated by William de Melton, 
Archbiſhop thereof. ] 

Wilkam de Melton, Archbiſhop, was the next Founder, 
Anno 1320; who getting together good Workmen, ſays 
Stubbs, carried on the Building his Predeceſſor had begun, 


and finiſhed the Weſt End with the Steeples as it remains 


at this Day. In this Work the Prelate is ſaid to expend 
Seven hundred Pounds of his own Money; but he muft 
have had large Contributions from the Nobility, Gentry, 
and Religious Devotees of that Age, to enable him to go 


through with this noble Performance. Accordingly the 


Church Records furniſh us with this Evidence how ſome 
of the Money was raiſed. 
Dat. Kal. Feb. Anno 1320. 
© illiam de Melton, Archbiſhop, granted an Indulgence of 
forty Days Relaxation to all ſuch well diſpoſed People as 
pleaſed to extend their charitable Contributions towards the 
building of this late proſtrate Fabrick, whereby he might be 
the better enabled to finiſh ſo noble a Structure, then new- 
ly begun. And again, 4 a

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« On the firſt of March, 1352, a Brief iſſued out by the 
Archbiſhop's Authority, ( Jobn Thoreſby) directed to all 
Abbots, Barons, Colleges, Archdeacons, Officials, Rural- 
Deans, Parſons, Vicars, &c. within the City, Dioceſe, and 
Province of York, requiring and exhorting them, in the 
Name of the Lord, to aſk and demand the Alms and cha- 
ritable Benevolence of the People, and cauſe the ſame to 
be duly collected for the Uſe and Conſummation of this 
Fabrick begun of ſo noble a Stone Work, and fo laudable 
a Structure. And, 

According to the Indulgences already granted, Letters 
Mandatory, iſſued out from the Chapter of York, directed 
to all Rectors, Vicars, and Parochial Chaplains within 
the reſpective Prebends, Dignities, and Community of 
the Church, enjoining them, by Virtue of their Canonical 
Obedience, and under Pain of the greater Excommunica- 
tion, to ſuffer their Collectors in their Pariſnes and Cha- 
pelries to aſk and gather the charitable Alms of the People 
for the Uſe of the Fabric of this Chureh.“ This Act of 
Chapter was dated Feffto S. Mich. Anno 1355. | 

Theſe Briefs and Letters Mandatory were circulated 
through the Province, in order to raiſe a Sum ſufficient for 
2 T horeſby, Archbiſhop, to begin and carry on a noble 

efign he had formed of building a new Choir, the old 
one, built by Roger, being like the old Nave in its antient 
Pravity and Deformity, and no ways anſwerable to the 
Weſt End of the Church lately erected. Accordingly, 

On the 2oth Day of Fuly, 1361, John Thoreſby, Arch- 
biſhop, together with the Chapter, taking into Conſide- 
ration, that this Cathedral Church ought in all Reſpects to 
be of the ſame Uniformity and Proportion ; and that the 
Choir, a Place peculiarly aſſigned for offering expiatory 
Sacrifices, and exerciſing other Divine Offices, more eſpe- 
tially ought to be adorned with the neateſt Structure; 
and that in this Church of York there was no Place ſuitable 
where our Lady's Maſs, the glorious Mother of God, could 
decently be celebrated ; therefore they unanimouſly agreed 
and conſented to begin the new Work of the Choir, which 
then, if compared with the new-erefted Nave, was ve 
rude and diſorderly ; and fo reſolved that the old Choir 
ſhould be wholly taken down and re-edified, and that the 
old Hall and Chambers of the Archbiſhop's Manor of Shire. 
burn, being then ruinous and unneceſſary, ſhould be de- 


moliſhed,

moliſhed, and the Stone and other Materials thereof be ap- 
plied to the Work of the new Choir, which was then with 
all Expedition to be carried on: Whereupon, on the 29th of 
Juby, 1361, this John Thoreſoy, Archbiſhop, laid the firſt 
Stone of the new Choir; and the ſame Table in the Veſtry 
bears this Teſtimony of it: |

There is an Account of what this pious Archbiſhop be- 
ſtowed out of his own private Purſe to carry on his new 
Deſign; which muſt be allowed extraordinary, conſider- 
ing the Value of Money then and now. The Wages of 
Work men about this Time, according to Biſhop Fleetzwood”s 
Chronicon Pretioſam, was Threepence a Day to a Maſter 


Maſon or Carpenter, and Three Halfpence to their Knaves, 


or Servants. - A Pound of Silver at that Time was a Pound 
Weight, which is equal to three Pounds of our. preſent Mo- 
ney ; ſo that one hundred Pounds of Silver in thoſe Days 
would buy as much Proviſion, or pay for as much Work done, 
to ſpeak within Compaſs, as fiſteen hundred will do now; 
which makes our Prelate's Generoſity very conſiderable. 
Nor wasthe Court of Reme unmindful of furthering this pi- 
ous Deſign ; but, in their Way, granted a Number of plena- 
ry Indulgences, which muſt alſo raiſe a large Sum. And 
indeed whoever ſurveys. this Part of the Building with Cir- 
cumſpection, muſt imagine that it could not be carried on 
and finiſhed under a greater Contribution than any Proteſtant 
Country could now raiſe on the like Oceaſion. But to proceed,

VI. granted another Indulgence 
of two Years and two Quarters Relaxation to the liberal 
Contributors to this new Work. 85 

On the 13th of February, 1361, the Chapter of York laid 
an Impoſition, or Subſidy, of the twentieth Part of all Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Benefices, viz. of Dignities, Prebends, Admi- 


niſtrations, 


i2 An Hiſtorical Deſcription of the 
niſtrations, and Offices belonging to the Church, for the 
neceſſary Repairs and Re-edification of the Choir, Steeples, 
and Defects of other Places, &c. to continue for the Term 
of three Years enſuing, and payable at the Feaſts of the Pu- 
rification of St. Mary, her Nativity, and St. Jabn Baptiſt, 
by equal Portions. 

Ne, the Year 1366 Pope Urban V. granted one Year's 
Indulgence to the charitable BenefaQors of the Fabrick of 
this new Choir. 

And Pope Urban VI. by his Apoſtolical Bull, dated 
Kal. Aug. Anno1379, in the 8 Year of his Pontificate, 
granted Licence to the Dean and Chapter to receive the 
Fruits of the Church of Miſterton, then rated at thirty-five 
Marks Sterling per Annum, during the Space of ten 3 
to be applied to the Uſe of the Fabrick of this new Choir. 
By theſe, and other like Methods of raiſing Money, a 
vaſt Sum muſt have been collected, which not — enabled 
the Undertakers to build up the Choir, but made them caſt 
their Eyes on the Lanthorn Steeple built by John Romain, 
which now ſeemed too mean for the reſt of the Fabrick. 
Encouraged by a large Donation made them by Walter 
Skirlaw, Prebendary of Fenton, Archdeacon of the Eaſt- 
Riding, and afterwards made Biſhop of the two Sees of 
Litchfield and Durham, the old Steeple was taken down 
and a new one erected. The Work was begun Aung 1370, 
and was ſeven or eight Years in building. There is no 
Occaſion to give the Abſtracts, which Mr. Torre has taken, 
from the original Indentures betwixt the ſeveral Workmen 
concerned in the Building, and the Maſter of. the Fabrick, 
about their Wages ; only that John la Plommer, of Blake- 
ſtreet, covenanted to undertake the whole Plummer's Work 
of the Church, and to perform it with his own Hands, and 
was to have for his Wages two Shillings and Sixpence per 
Week. The Articles of Agreement in relation to the gla- 
zing the Windows, eſpecially the noble Eaſt Light, will 
fall better in another Place. 

We now ſee our Church brought in a Manner to its 
preſent State, If we compute the Time it was in build- 
ing from the firſt Beginning of the South Croſs by Wal- 
ter Grey, which was about the Year 1227, it will appear 
to be near two hundred Years in compleating the Whole ; 
for though the Work went on briſkly in Archbiſhop Thore/- 
by's Time, yet it was not near finiſhed, as appears by the 
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Arms of ſeveral of his Sueceſſors on the Stone-Work and 
Windows of the Church, particularly Scree and Botsett; 
the latter of which entered upon his Dignity Anno 1405. 
And further our Records inform us, that the Dean and 
Chapter granted out of their Spiritual Revenues a full 
Tenth to the Uſe of the Fabrick then newly built; 
which Grant was dated April 11, 1426. 

In all which Time of different Erections great Care 
was taken in the joining and uniting of one Building to 
another, by which it ſeems to be one entire Ediſice at 
this Day, thougk compoſed of five ſeveral Taſtes of Go- 
thick Architecture. Vet they could not be ſo nice in this, 
but that an apparent Irregularity ſhews itſelf to a diſ- 
cerning Eye, which will be taken Notice of in the Sequel. 
However, Poſterity ought to revere the Memory of the 
Kings, Princes, Prelates, Nobility, and Gentry of thoſe 
Days, who were Contributors, at ſeveral Times, to the 
carrying on this noble and magnificent Building, as their 
Arms 1n divers Parts of the Walls and Windows do ſuf- 
ficiently teſtify, particularly the Prelates, who beſtowed 
great Part of the Revenues of their See in furthering on 
this commendable Work. We ſhall conclade this hifto- 
rical Account of the Erection of our preſent Cathedral, 
with an. Encomium an old, Poet has beſtowed on its 


principal Founders, wherein the Honeſty of the Thought 
muſt excuſe the Metre.

To begin with the Oatbuildings, we muſt firſt enter 
upon a Deſcription of the Chapter-Houſe, which diſdains to 
allow an Equal, in Gerhick Architecture, in the Univerſe. 
There is ſome Difficulty to aſcertain the Time of erect- 
ing this magnificent Structure, the remaining Records of 
the Church bearing no Account thereof. Stubbe, who 
is particular enough in his Memoirs of the reſt of the 
Buildings, entirely omits this, for which Reaſon we are 
much at a Loſs'to know to whoſe Memory to aſcribe the 
Praiſes due for this excellent Performance. By the Style 
of Architecture it is compoſed of, it looks to be as an- 
tient as any Part of the Church, and exactly correſponds, 
301 in 
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in Taſte, to that Part of the Fabrick begun and finiſhed 
by Walter Grey. And, indeed, if we may be allowed to 
gueſs at the Founder, that eminent Prelate ſtands the fair- 
eſt of any in the Succeſſion for it. The Pillars which ſur- 
round the Dome are of the ſame Kind of Marble as thoie” 1 
which ſupport his Tomb: But what ſeems to put the 
Matter out of Diſpute, is the Picture of an Archbiſhop, 
betwixt thoſe of a King and a Queen, over the Entrance; 
which, by having a Serpent under his Feet, into e 
22 Mouth of which his Croſier enters, exactly correſponds 
with the like Repreſentation of Walter Grey on his Mo- 
x nument. | 
The whole Pile of this Building is an Octagon of 

ũxty-three Feet Diameter; the Height of it, to the mid- 

dle Knot of the Roof, is ſixty-ſeven Feet ten Inches, 

unſupported by any Pillar, and entirely dependent upon 
one Pin, or Plug, geometrically placed in the Centre. 
Ihe Outſide, however, is ſtrongly ſupported by eight 
3 Buttreſſes. The whole Roof has been richly painted 
with the Effigies of Kings, Biſhops, &c. and large Silver 
| Knots of carved Wood at the Uniting of the Timbers; 
all which are now much defaced and ſullie 1 by Time.

Over this is a Spire of Timber-Work, covered with Lead, 
excellent in its Kind. 

The Entrance from the Church to this noble Room is 
in the Form of a Maſon's Square. Againſt the Pillar, 
betwixt the two Doors, ſtands an Image of Stone of the 
Virgin, with our Saviour in her Arms, trampling on the 
Serpent. The Image, with the Drapery, 1s ſomewhat 
elegant, and has been all richly gilt; but it bears a 

: Mark of thoſe Times which made even Stone Statues 
F fi fee! their Malice. At your Entrance into the Houſe, the 
| firſt Things you obſerve are the Canons Seats, placed

over one is a Man cut out half way, as if be was thruſting 
and ſtriving to get through a Window or ſome narrow 


_ Paſſage. On others are Faces with different Aſpects, 


ſome crying, ſome laughing, ſome diftorted and grin- 
ning; but above all, and what is never omitted to be ſhewn 


to Strangers, by thoſe living Regiſters of the Church, 


the Vergers, 1s the Figure of an old bald-pated Friar, 
hugging and kiſſing a young Nun very amorouſly in a 
Corner; and round the Capitals of the adjoining Pillars 
are ſeveral Faces of other Nuns, as well old as young, 
peeping, laughing, and ſneering at the wanton Dalliance 
of the old Letcher. In other Places you have a Friar 
ſhoeing a Goole, greafing a fat Sow in the q which 
are all Teſtimonies of the ſorry Opinion that the Regular 
Clergy had of a Monaſtick Life in thoſe Days. 

The eight Squares of the Octagon have each a noble 
light Window in them, adorned with Coats of Arms, 
Pennances, and other Devices, except one Square, which 
is joined to the other Building over the Entrance; and 
this has been painted with the Repreſentations of Saints, 
Kings, Biſhops, Sc. The three _— in the Midſt we 
take tobe Archbiſhop Walter Grey, ſtanding between Hen- 
ry IT. and his Queen. At the Baſe of this Square were 
placed the Images of the twelve Apoſtles, with that of the 
Virgin and the Child 7%, in the Midſt of them. Tra- 
dition aſſures us, that theſe Images were all of ſolid Sil- 
ver double gilt; the Apoſtles were about a Foot high, 


but that of the Virgin muſt have been near two Feet, as 


appears. by the Marks where they ſtood. Theſe were 
Morſels too precious to mifs ſwallowing at the firſt De- 
predations made into Churches; and ſince they are not 
put in the Catalogue, printed in the Monaſticon of the 


Riches of this Church, which was taken in Edward the 


Sixth's Time, we may readily ſuppoſe his Father Henry 
had the Honour of this Piece of Plunder; or elſe that 
Archbiſhop Holgate made him a Preſent of them, along 


with the Manors. that Prelate thought fit to give him

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To enter upon a Deſcription of the Imagery, in paint- 
ed Glaſs, which is ſtill preſerved in the Windows of this 
Place, and the reſt of the Church, would be endleſs; but 
the Arms of the Nobility and Gentry of England, who 
were Contributors originally to the Carve of erecting 
this and other Parts of the Church, are worth preſerving ; 
eſpecially ſince Glaſs is of fo frail a Subſtance, that it is 


almoſt a Miracle fo many Coats are up in the Windows 


at this Day. In the Year 1641 ſome curious Perſon, 
and in all Probability it was the induſtrious Mr. Dod/- 
worth, took Pains, along with the Monyments, to take 
Drawings of all the Coats Armorial and Bearings on the 
Stone-Work and Windows of this Church, Chapter- 
Houſe, &c. A Copy was obtained from the Original, 
then in the Poſſeſſion of the Lord Fairfax, by Sir Willi- 
am Dugdale, Knight, and given by him to the College of 
Arms, London, as the Title of the Book does evidently 
ſhew. It is remarkable, that there are two Coats in the 
Windows of the Chapter-Houfe, which go further to 
clear up the Time of the Building of it, and theſe are 
firſt Cheque or and azure, a Canton ermine, which Arms 
Heylin gives to Peter de Dreux, Duke of Britain; and or, 
a Croſs gules, Hubert de Burgh, Earl of Kent; both Con- 
temporaries with Walter Grey ; nor are there any Deſcen- 
dants from them that we know of, 

The Title of the Chapter-Houſe informs us of its Uſe, 
namely, for the Dean, Prebendaries, and other Digni- 
taries of the Church to aſſemble in. It is alſo the Place 
where the Convocation of the Clergy of the Province of 
York uſed to meet ; but, of late Years, it has not been 
much frequented on that Occaſion. 

We cannot take Leave of this beautiful Structure with- 
out obſerving, from Camden, the Character Ancas Sil. 
vit, afterwards Pope Pius II. gives our Church, and 
this Place in particular: „It is, ſays he, famous for its 
** Magmificence and Workmanſhip all the World over; 
but eſpecially for a fine lightſome Chapel, with Shining 
« Walls, and ſmall thin-<waifted Pillars quite round. New 
ther muſt we omit an Encomium beſtowed upon it by a 
great Traveller, as is ſaid, in an old M:nk:i Verſe, and 
is inſcribed on the Wall in Saxon Letters as follows:

After all, this noble Structure was near being deſtroy- 
ed, in the late Days of Rapine and Sacrilege ; for there 


is a Tradition very much credited, that a certain Perſon. 


in York had obtained a Grant from the pious Legiſ- 
lature of thoſe Days, to pull down the Chapter-Houſe as 
an uſeleſs Part of the Church. We are further told, that 
the Man had certainly effected it, and had deſigned to 
have built Stables out of the Materials, had not Death 
ſurpriz'd him a Week before the intended Execution of 
his wicked Project. Mo | 

In the Square Paſſage to the Chapter-Houſe from the 
Church, remarkable for its beautiful Windows of painted 
Glaſs, have been alſo many Coats of Arms delineated on 
the Wall in their proper Colours, particularly over the 
Entrance; but Time has fo defaced them, that very few 
of them can be now made out. Here have been ſeveral 
Sepultures, but the Grave-Stones are all robbed of their 
* e on Braſs, and only one in Stone remaining; 
which 1s this, :

On the North Side of the Church alſo, and near the 
Archiepiſcopal Palace, ſtood formerly the Chapel of St. 
Sepulchre; which has a Door ſtill remaining, opening in- 
to the North Iſle of the Nave. The Foundation of this 
Chapel being very antient and extraordinary, we ſhall 
tranſcribe as follows : 5 

« Roger Archbiſhop of York having built againſt the 
great Church a Chapel, he dedicated it to the Name of 
the Bleſſed and Immaculate Virgin Mary and Holy An- 
gels, for the Celebration of Divine Services, to the eter- 
nal Honour of God, Glory of his Succeſſors, and Remiſ- 
ſion of his own Sins. He ordained the ſame to be a per- 
petual Habitation for thirteen Clerks of different Orders, 
viz. four Prieſts, four Deacons, four Subdeacons, and 
one Sacriſt; all theſe to be ſubſervient to the Will of the 

a Archbiſhop, 
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Archbiſhop, eſpecially the Sacriſt, who ſhall be conſtitu- 


ted Procurator of the Rents and Revenues: belonging to 
it, paying each of the Prieſts ten Marks per Ann. to each 
of the Deacons, one hundred Shillings ; to each. of the 


- Subdeacons, fix Marks; and he himſelf ſhall receive ten 


Marks per Ann. for his own Salary, beſides the Reſidue of 
the Rents that remain over, and beſides what will com- 
pleat the Sum of all the Portions of the Prieſts, Deacons, 
and Subdeacons. | 

% Alfo he willed that the ſaid Sacriſt of his own Coſt 
expend ten Shillings on. Maunday, as well in Veiles, 
Wine, Ale, Veſſels and Water for waſhing the Feet of the 
Canons, and of other poor Clerks, to the Uſe of thoſe 
poor Clerks: And alſo to contribute ſixteen Shillings to 
the Diet of the ſaid poor Clerks; that in all Things the 
Fraternity and Unity of the Church may be preſerved. 

« And for their neceſſary Suſtentation he of his own 
Bounty gave them the Churches of Everton, Sutton with 
Scroby Chapel, Hayton, Berdeſey, Ottely one Mediety. 

« And procured of the Liberality of other faithful Per- 
ſons, the Church of Calverley, ex dono Wilhelmi de Scoty; 
the Church of Horton, ex dono Willielmi Paganel ; c 
Church of Harwood, ex dono Avicie de Ruminilly; the 
Church of Thorpe, ex done Ade de Bruys er Ivette de 
Arches Aris ſuae. To this Chapel alſo did belong the 
Churches of Collingham, Clareburg, and Rerford. | 

Roger provided. alſo that the Churches which were 
not of Donation ſhould be free from Synodals, and all 
ether Things due to the Archbiſhops, his Sueceſſors, and 
their Officials: And ordered that they ſhould as quietly 
and freely hold and enjoy thoſe Churches which are of 
his Donation as others have done before them. Laſtly, 
he ordained, for the more diligent ſerving of the Chapel, 
that none of the ſaid Clerks ſhould dwell out of the City; 
which if they preſumed to do, they ſhould be diſplaced by 
the Archbiſhop, and another of the ſame Order be by 
him collated.” 

Sexual, Archbiſhop, perceiving the Revenues of theſe 
Churches to be very. much increaſed, appointed Vicars 
to be eſtabliſhed in them, preſentable by the Sacriſtan, 
and made divers Orders for the better Government of the 
Miniſters, whom from thenceforth he cauſed to be called 
Canons. Theſe Orders are at large printed in the firſt

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Volume of Stevens's Monaſfticon; both extracted and 
tranſlated from Dzgdale. It would be needleſs here to 
inſert them, as well as the Catalogues of the Names and 
Times of Collation of the Sacrifs, and all the Sacerdotal 
Prebendaries of this Chapel, from its firſt original Foun- 
dation to its Diſſolution. We may believe it under- 
went the laſt Change very early in the Work of the Re- 
formation ; for it was certified into the Court of Ang- 
mentations, held in the thirty-ſeventh Year of the Reign 
of Henry VIII. to be of the yearly Value of 192/7. 165. 64. 
But it was ſtanding here much later, for we find that the 
Tythes belonging to this Chapel and the Chapel itſelf, 
were ſold to one Webfer the fourth of Elixabetb. 

The next Outbuilding we ſhall mention is the Veſtry, 
which joins to the South Side of the Church ; it has 
a Council-Room and Treaſury contiguous to it. In 
this laſt were kept all the Rents, Revenues, Grants, and 
Charters, with the Common Seal belonging to the 
Church; and had a particular Officer to inſpe& and take 
Care of them. In the large Inventory of the Riches be- 
longing to this Cathedral, taken in Edward the Sixth's 
Time, is an Account of the Money then in St. Peter's 
Cheſt ; which was all ſoon after ſeized upon, and the 
Treafure:''s Office diſſolved: For a very good Reaſon, 
ſays Mr. Wilks, nam, 

Abrepto omni T h:/auro, defiit Theſaurarii Munus. 

I ben all the Treaſure was ſwept away, the Office of 
Trea ſurer ceaſed of Courſe. } 

The Council-Room, or Inner Veſtry, where his Grace 
of Fort robes himſelf when he comes to his Cathedral, is 
a convenient Place, render'd warm and commodious for 
the Clergy to adjourn to from the Chapter-Houſe in cold 
Weather. In it is a large Preſs, where are kept thoſe Acts 
and Regiſters of the Church, which they want more im- 
mediately to conſult on theſe Occaſions. 

In the Wall of the South Corner of the Veſtry-Room is 
a Well of excellent Water, called St. Peter's Well. Oppo- 
ſite is a great Cheſt, of a triangular Figure, ſtrongly 
bound about with Iron Bars ; which, by its Shape, muſt 
have once ſerved to lay up the Copes and Prieſts Veſt- 
ments in. Along the North Side are ſeveral large Cup- 
boards in the Wall, in which formerly were locked up 
the Church's Plate, and other valuable Things ; but at 
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preſent they are only enriched with the following Curio- 
ſities: A Canopy of State of Gold Tiſſue, and two ſmall 
Coronets of Silver gilt, which were given by the City for 
the Honour of King 3 I. at his coming out of Scot- 
land to this Place in his Progreſs to London. A Cope of 
plain white Sattin, the only one left us out of the largs 
Inventory of this Church's Ornaments. 'The famous 
Horn, if we may ſo call it, made of an Elephant's Tooth, 
which 15 indeed the greateſt Piece of Antiquity the Church 
can exhibit. | 

This Horn Mr. Camden particularly mentions as a 
Mark of a ſtrange Way of Endowment formerly uſed ; 
and from an old Book, as he terms it, gives us this Quo- 
tation, about it, U/phus, the Son of Toraldus, govern'd 
in the Weſt Parts of Deira, and by Reaſon of a Dif- 
*« ference. like to happen betwixt his eldeſt Son and his 
«© youngeſt, about his Lordſhips, when he was dead, pre- 
« ſently took this Courſe to make them equal; without 
„Delay he went to York, and taking the Horn wherein 
« he was wont to drink with him, he fill'd it with Wine, 
* and kneeling upon his Knees before the Altar, beſtow- 
*© ed upon God and the bleſſed St. Peter all his Lands, 
“ Tenements, Sc.“ | | 

In antient Times there are ſeveral Inſtances of Eftates 
that were paſſed without any Writings at all, by the 
Lord's Delivery of ſuch Pledges as theſe; a Sword, a Hel- 
mit, a Horn, a Cup, a Row or Arrow; nudo Verbo, ab/que 
Scripto vel Charta, tantum cum Domini Gladio, web Galea, 
vel Cornu, [merely by Word of Mouth, without any 
Writing or Paper, only by the Lord's Delivery of a 
Sword, Helmit, or Horn] are the expreſs Words of In- 


gulphus. 


The Church of Y7or4 ought to pay a high Veneration to 
this Horn, ſeveral Lands belonging to it being ſtill called 
de Terra Ulphi; and before the Reformation it was hand- 
ſomely adorned with Gold, and was pendant in a Chain 
of the ſame Metal. Theſe Ornaments were the Occaſion 
of its being taken away at that Time; for it is plain by 
Mr. Camden's Words, that the Horn was not there in 
his Days: I was inform'd, ſays he, that this great Cu- 
« riofity was kept in the Church till the laſt Age.” We 
are not therefore to blame the Civil Wars for this Piece 
of Pillage ; for a principal Actor in them, Thomas Lord 

Fairfax. 
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Fairfax, was the Occafion of its being preſerved and re- 
ſtored to the Church. Where it had lain, or where he 
got it, is uncertain ; but, ſtripp'd of its Golden Orna- 
ments, it was returned by Henry Lord Fairfax, his Suc- 
ceſſor. The Chapter thought fit to decorate it a- new, 
and to beſtow the following Inſcription to the Memory 
of the Reſtorer upon it.

{This Horn, Lipbus, Prince of the Weſtern Parts of 
Deira, originally gave to the Church of St. Peter's, York, 
together with all his Lands and Revenues. Henry Lord 
Fairfax at laſt reſtored it, when it had been loſt, or con- 
vey'd away. The Dean and Chapter decorated it a- new 
A. D. 1675.1 
There is alſo a large, rich, and ſuperb Paſtoral Staff of 
Silver, about ſeven Feet in Length, with a Virgin and a 
young Saviour in her Arms placed within the Bend of 
it; under which, on one Side, are engraven the Arms of 
Katharine of Portugal, Queen-Dowager of England, who 
gave this Staff to one Smith, her Confeſſor, nominated 
to be the Popiſſi Archbiſhop of York by King James II. 
in the Year 1687. On the other Side are õmith's Family 
Coat of Arms, with a Mitre and Croſier, and a Cardi- 
nal's Cap over them; fo confident was this Man in his 
Expectations of being raiſed to that Dignity : Which, 
however, he was ſo far from attaining, that within a little 
Time this magnificent Enſign of his Paſtoral Office was 
wreſted from him by a Party headed by the Earl of Dan- 
by, afterwards Duke of Leeds, when he was marching in 
a ſolemn Proceſſion from the public Remi Chapel in 
the Manor, near St. Mary's Abbey, to the Cathedral of 
York; where his Influence, at that Time, had fo far pre- 
vailed as to have the great Weſt Doors opened to re- 
ceive him. This Staff was afterwards depoſited in the 
Hands of the Dean and Chapter. 


In taking up the old Pavement, in 1736, the follow- 
ing 
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ing Rings, Ic. were found, which are ſtill kept in the 
Veſtry, and ſhewn by the Vergers among the other Curio- 
ſities, viz. Archbiſhop Sewall's, who died Anno 125 8, a 


plain Ruby ſet in Gold.—Archbiſhop Greenſeld' s, who 


died Anno 1315, a plain Ruby ſet in Gold.—Archbiſho 
Boxwet's, who died Anno 1423, a Compoſition ſet in Gol 
with this Motto, Honor et Foy.—Archbiſhop Newill?'s, 
who died Anno * * a Saphire ſet in Gold. Archbi- 
ſhop Lee's, who died Anno 1544, Glaſs ſet in Copper 

ilt. 
1 At the ſame Time three Silver Chalices were found in 
the Graves of three Archbiſhops, and ſome others of 
Lead found elſewhere. 

A wooden Head was found in the Grave of Archbi- 
_ Rotheram, who died of the Plague, and this Head 
is ſuppoſed to belong to an Image that repreſented him 
at his Funeral. 


On the South Side of the Veſtry hang up, againſt the 
Wall, two antient Tables, which are Perle _— No- 
tice of, and yet muſt not be omitted in this Survey. 
The one contains a Catalogue of the Miracles afcribed to 
the Virtues of our St. Wilkam, 23 Years after his Death, 
and are 39 in Number. The other is a Copy of an In- 
dulgence granted by Pope Nicholas, mentioned in the 
Life of that Prelate, with other Abſtracts from Hiſtory 
relating to this Church. 

Here is alſo an antique Chair, in which ſeveral Kings 
of England have been crowned; and which the Archbi- 
ſhop alſo makes Uſe of, within the Rails of the Altar, at 
Ordinations, c. On the Furniture Cloths of the Ve- 
ſtry are the Arms of Scrope Lord Maſham ; Booth, Arch- 
biſhop, and Kemp. To conclude this Account of the 
Veſtry we ſhould give the Inventory of the Plate, Jew- 
els, Veſtments, Sc. which were repoſited in the Treaſury 
here, or adorned the ſeveral Shrines and Altars in the 
Church; but ſince this is printed at large in Stepbens's 
Monaſticen, tranſlated from Dugdale's, and 1s, indeed, too 
copious for this Deſign, we ſhall refer thither, and only 
beg Leave to give a much ſhorter Account, as it is in an- 
other Epitome of the Mona/ticon, in theſe Words: 

« To this Cathedral Church did belong Abundance 
of Jewels, Veſſels of Gold and Silver, and other Orna- 
ments, rich Veſtments and Books, among which were 


ten 
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ten Mitres of great Value; and one ſmall Mitre ſet with 
Stones, pro Epiſcopo Puerorum, for the Biſhop of the Boys, 
or Children. One Silver and Gilt Paſtoral Staff; many Pa- 
ſtoral Rings, amongſt which was one for the Biſhop of the 
Boys, Chalices, Viols, Pots, Baſons, Candelſticks, Thuri- 
bules, Holy-Water-Pots, Croſſes of Silver (one of which 


weighed eight Pounds fix Ounces) ; Images of Silver and 


Gold; Relicts in Caſes, extremely rich; great Bowls of 
Silver; an Unicorn's Horn; a Table of Silver, and gilt, 
with the Image of the Virgin enamelled thereon, weigh- 
ang nine Pounds eight Ounces and a Half; ſeveral Goſ- 
pellaries and Epiſtolaries;, richly adorn'd with Silver, 
Gold, and precious Stones; Jewels affix'd to Shrines and 
Tombs, of -almoſt an ineſtimable Value; Altar-Cloths 
and Hangings, . very rich; Copes of Tiſſue, Damaſk, 
and Velvet, white, red, blue, green, black and purple; 
with other Veſtments of the ſame Colours. Beſides this 
there was: a- great Treaſure, depoſited in the common 
Cheſt, in Gold Chains, Collars of 88, Sc. with large 
Sums of old Gold and Silver. | | 
We have nothing to add to the Church's being plunder- 
ed of all theſe immenſe Riches, but a ſmall Robbery, in 
Compariſon of the former, done in the Night of Feb. 5, 
1676; when the Church was broke open, as well as the 
Cupboards in the Veſtry, and moſt of the Plate, they 
then were poſleſs'd of, ſtole from thence: But the Actors 


of this ſacrilegious Fact were never yet known. 


The Place which is now called the Veſtry was not an- 
tienty ſuch, but a Chapel begun by Archbiſhop Zouch; 
who we are told laid the F — of a Chapel, about 
the Year 1350, in which he intended to have been buri- 
ed; but, dying before it was finiſhed, he was interred 
elſewhere. This Chapel is ſaid to have been erected on 
the South Side of the Church, and Mr. Torre brings ſe- 
veral Teſtimonies from the Records to prove that this 
was the Place. At the new EreQion of the Choir it was 
taken down, but rebuilt at the Charge of Archbiſhop 
Zouch's Executors, and it continued a Chantry Chapel, 
to pray for the Good of that Prelate's Soul, to the Diſ- 
ſolution. | 

The Library is a Building adjoimng to the Church on 
the South Side, being a Chamber of an oblong Square 
ever another Room now made Uſe of forthe SingingSchool. 

: In 
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In the Midſt is a long Gallery, of Walk, running from 
; Faſt to Weſt, which divides it into two Parts, wherein 
are ſet up Frames, or Claſſes, for the convenient ſtand- 
mg of the Books. Moſt of the Volumes were the Gift 
of Mrs. Mattheavs, the Relict of Toby Marrhenvs, Archbi- 
ſhop, whoſe Son, Sir Toby, having been diſinherited by 
his Father, was probably the Reaſon that the Mother 
beſtowed her Huſband's Books, to the Number of 3000 
Volumes, on the Church. Upon a Table, now broken,

But great was the Loſs of the learned World when the 
Library, placed in this Church by Archbiſhop Egbert, 
Anno 743, was burnt, with the whole Fabrick, about 300 
Years after. So choice was this Collection, that W:t- 
liam, the Librarian of Malnſb ury, calls it the nobleſt Re- 
poſitory and Cabinet of Arts and Sciences then in the whole 
World. Alcuinus Evoracencis, the Preceptor of the Em- 

S peror 
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peror Charles the Great, at his Return into Britain, wrote 
his Royal Pupil a Letter; in which the higheſt Encomi- 
ums are beſtowed on this Library. 

From the ſame antient Writer, in his elegant Poem ae 
Pontificibus et ſanctis Ecelgſiæ Ebor. printed in Dr. Gale's 
xv. Scriptores, we learn that there was contained in this 
Library an invaluable Treafure of antient MSS. Latin, 
Greek, and Hebrew, among which the following Authors 
are particularly — in them, viz. Jerome, Hilary, 
Ambroſe, Auſtin, Athanaſius, Orofius, Gregory, Pope Leo, 
Bafil, Fulgentius, Caſſiodorus, Fohn Chry/o om, Althelmas, 
Bede, Victor Boetius, Pompeius T rogus, Pliny, Ariſtotle, 
Tully, Sedulius, Juvencus, Alcuin, Clemens, Proſper, Pau- 
linus, Arator, Fortunatus, Lactantius, Virgil, Statius, Lu- 
can, Probus, Phocas, Donatus, Priſcian, Serwins, Euticius, 
Pompey, and Comminianus. 

T homas, the firſt Archbiſhop of this See of that Name, 
amongſt his other great Benefactions to his Church, is 
faid to o repleniſh the Library, juſt then deftroyed, with 
good and uſeful Books. But theſe alſo ras the 
ſame Fate with the Fabrick, being both conſumed in the 
Fire which happened in the City Anno 1137, in the 
Reign of King Stephen. 
| 7 Leland laments the Loſs of this wonderful Collec- 
tion, when he was ſent by Henry VIII. with Commiſſion 
to ſearch every Library in ths Kingdom. His Words 
are theſe: In Bibliotheca S. Petri quam Flaccus Albinus, 
alias Alcuinus, /ubinde miris laudibus extollit propter in- 

p þ. zonem copian Librorum, tam Latinorum quam Graecorum, 
jam fere bonorum librerum nihil eft. E xhanfit enim hos 
theſauros, ut plurague alia, et Danica immanitas , ct Guli- 
elm Nothi violentia. 

[There 1 15 now ſcarce One good Book left 1 in the Li- 
brary of St. Peter, which Flaccus Allinus, otherwiſe called 
* has ſo often and ſo greatly extolled for it's great 
Number of Books, as well Latin as Greet; for the Bar- 
barity of the Danes, and the Ravaging cf William No- 
thus, have exhauſted this T reaſure, as well as many 
others. ] 

We cannot find, after this, that our Church was re- 
-markable for a Collection of Books, but continued in the 
"ſame State in which Leland ſays he found it, till the great 
Gift of Mrs. Mathews once more gave it the Face of a 
| Library, 
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Library. The Books are methodically digeſted into 
Claſſes, according to the various Learning they treat on, 
and a faithful Catalogue made of them. This was done 
by the Care of Dr. Comber, then Precentor of the Church. 
They have ſince been augmented at different Times, 
and lately, by the Bequeſt of Dean Finch, have received 
the Addition of the Foedera Anglicana in ſeventeen 
Tomes, Sc. The Books are. chicfly remarkable for ſe- 
veral valuable Tracts in Divinity and Hiſtory; ſome 
Manuſcripts, amongſt which 1s a Tully de Inventione, ad 
Herrenium, very perfect, and in a moſt neat Character; 
Bibles and Pſalters; the original Regiſter of St. Mary's 
Abbey at York, &c. But the Manufcripts that are al- 
moſt ineſtimable, to this Library eſpecially, are Mr. 
Torre's painful Collections, from the n Records, 
of all the Ecclefiaſtical A fairs relating to chis Church 
and Dioceſe. And lately the ſine Collection of the late 
Reverend Mr. Marmaduke Fothergil! was like viſe added to 
this Library; ſo that it now contains a Body of Mauu- 
ſcripts, eſpecially in the Engliſh Ritual — Liturgical 
Way, cqual to moſt Librarics in the Kingdom. 

The Arms that are, or were, in the > Windows of this 
Room in Mr. Torre's Time, and probably belonged to 
ſome antient Benefactors to the Library, are, firſt, Eng- 
land, then Mowbray, Percy _ Lucy, Tcvil, Rofs, Chf- 
ford, Fitzhugh, Vavaſeur, Noæucit; Archbiſhops, Lang- 
tey, Skirlaw, Dacres, Haxey,, Ser oe of Maſſam, and Fenton. 

Having now deſcribed all the Outbuildings belonging 
more immediately to the Church, we ihall next take an 
external View of the whole Fabrick. The Cathedral 
Church of 7ork is commonly en York Miner; which

On the Top of the great Doors 
fits the Figure of Archbiſhop William de Melton, the prin- 
cipal Founder of this Part of the Church; but the Image 
is much abuſed. - Below, and on each Side of the double 
Doors, are the Statues of a Vavaſcur and a Percy, as their 
Shields of Arms do teſtify. 

It appears by a Deed that Robert le Yawvaſour granted 
to God, St. Peter, and the Church of York, for the Health 
of his awn Soul, and the Souls of his Wife Julian and 
his Anceſtors, full and free Uſe of his Quarry at Tadca- 
feer, in Thevedale, with Liberty to take and carry thence 
2 ſufficient Quantity of Stone for the Fabrick of this 
Church, as oft as they had Need to repair, re-edify, or 
enlarge the ſame. | 

Likewiſe Robert de Percy, Lord. of Boulton, granted to 
Fobn Archbiſhop of Ter free Liberty for the Mariners, 
or Carters, to carry the Fabrick Stone from T adcafer, 
either by Land or Water, throngh his Grounds lying 
along the River 23vbarfe, (or Wharfe) or up that River 
to York; as alſo his Wood at Baton, for roohng the new 
Building. | | 

In Memory of theſe two extraordinary Benefaction: 
the Church thoaght fit to ere& two Statues; one repre- 
ſented with a Piece of rough unhewn Stone in his Hands, 
the other with a Similitude of a Piece of wrought Timber. 
'Fheſe two Families have many more Memorials of their 
 Benekeence to the Fabrick on the Inſide of the Church, 
In the Arch over the Door, in fine Tracery Work, is the 
Story of Adam and Ewe in Paradiſe, with their Expulſion 
thence. Theſe double Doors are ſeldom opened but at 
Funerals ; or the Reception of an Archliſhop, in ſo- 
lemn Proceſſion, for Inſtallation. At the Baſis of each of 
theſe Towers are two more Doors daily open, by a 
Wicket, for Entrance into the Church at this End of the 
Fabrick. We ſhall be leſs particular in deſcribing this 
and the reſt of the Church, becauſe the Draughts will 
give the Reader a much better Idea of the Building than 
Words can poflibly expreſs. 

December 8, 1660, a great Wind blew down the whole 
Battlement of the South Steeple, with two Pinnacles of 
the ſame; the Top of one of the Spires of the other Stee- .

Bell was uſually tolled at Funerals; Teby Matthervs, 
Archbiſhop, was the firft it went for on that Occaſion. 

In the Year 1466 there was then delivered into the Hands 
of Thomas Innocent, Bell- Founder, by Jabn Knapton, Under- 
Treaſurer, for the founding of four Bells, certain Metals, 
all particularly named in the Record ; which alſo ſhews the 
Weight of each Bell. 

In the Year 1657 the eleventh, or largeſt Bell but one, 
was broke and new caſt; the fourth Bell, being likewiſe 
untuneable, was broke and melted down; and, to add Me- 
tal to theſe, the biggeſt Bell of three belonging to the de- 
moliſhed Church of St. Nicholas, extra Walmgate, was gi- 
ven. Towards the Charge of this, and to make the Chimes 
go on all the Bells, the Lord Mayor and Commonalty gave 
1307. from the Chamber. | 

Anno 1733 the Frames of all theſe Bells were renewed, 
and they re-hung in a Manner much more commodious for 
ringing than before: Towards the Expence of which a Set 
of publick-ſpirited Citizens, great Admirers of this Kind 
of Muftck and Exerciſe,” contributed 20/. They alſo, at 
their own Expence, built a new Floor, 21 Feet higher 
than the old one, for their greater Convenience in ringing 
the Bells. This Diverſion has been long in great Vogue m 
England, though it is remarkable that it is not practiſed out 
ef our King's Domintons any where elſe in the World. 

In the Year 1752 the old Clock, which was rendered 
uſeleſs by Age, wy whoſe very large Gothick Caſe covered 
the Wall betwixt the South Door and the Chapel for early 


Prayers, and blocked up one of the Windows, was remo- 


ved; inſtead of which an elegant and excellent Clock was 
put up, made by that celebrated Artiſt Mr. Henry Hindley, 
of this City, at the Expence of near 300 J. and the Chimes, 
(Which before that, at ſet Hours, uſed to play various 
Tunes) by this Alteration were taken away. As the 
Minſter Clock is that by which the Inhabitants of the City 


chiefly regulate their Hours, they were conſiderable Con- 


tributors towards the Expence of this Work. 

In the Year 1765 the twelve Bells were taken down, 
not being quite tuneable, by the prefent Dean, Dr. John 
Fountayne ; the five Trebles of which were exchanged for 
che three Bells in St. Michael s, Sparriergate, in which 
Church they now hang. They were replaced the ſame

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Year by a Set of ten new Bells “, caſt by Meſſ. Leſter and 
Pack of London, (the ſame Weight and Dimenſions of thoſe 
in Bow-Church, London ) and are allowed to be as complete 
a Set as any in the Kingdom, 

The principal Benefactor to the re · building this South 
Steeple has his Name on the Stone-Work, in large Letters, 
on the Weſt Side, thus:

Jobn Birmingham was Treaſurer of this Church about 
the Vear 1432, and was, no Doubt, a great Promoter of 
the Work. Beſides, by his Will, proved May 28, 1457, 
he left, among other Legacies, 50 J. to the further Repa- 
ration of the Fabrick. 

In taking a View of the South Side of the Church, we firſt 
obſerve ſix tall Pinnacles, which have been raiſed as well for 
Buttreſſes to the upper Building of the Nave, as Ornaments;

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though now all the Arches which joined them are taken 
away, we ſuppoſe not being thought of any Service. To- 
wards the Top of each of theſe Pinnacles is a Cell for an 
Image, which, by great Luck, are yet ſtanding in them; 
The four to the Welt we take to be the Repreſentations of 
the four Evangeliſts; the next, Chriſt with the Paſchal 
Lamb; the laſt, an Archbiſhop, probably, from his juve- 
nile Look, the peculiar Saint of this Church, St. William. 
The South Entrance is aſcended to by ſeveral Courſes of 
Steps ; and Tradition aflures us there was once as great an 
Aſcent to the Weſt Door. If ſo, the Ground has been 
much raiſed at that End, the Soil being now level with the 
Pavement of the Church. However, this might happen 
from the vaſt Quantity of Chippings of Stone, which not 
only ſerved to level this Part, but alſo was uſed to raiſe the 
Foundation of all the Houſes on that Side, as the Ground, 
when dug into, ſuſhcient]y teſtifies, it being near two Yards 
deep before you can come at the natural Soil. Over this 
Entrance formerly hung the Bell for calling to Prayers, but 
in the Time of Dean Finch it wes removed to the Top of 
the Lanthorn Steeple. A little ſpiral Turret, called the 
Fiddler's Turret, from an Image of a Fiddler on the Top of 
it, was taken many Years ago from another Part of the 
Building, and placed on the Summit of this End, which 
has added much to its Decoration. Over the Doors, by 
the Care of the ſame Dean, was alſo placed a handſome 
Dial, both horary and ſolar, below which two Images uſed 
to ſtrike the Quacters on two ſmall Bells 'till the Chimes 


were taken down, and the new Clock put up. 


After the Reformation ſome avaricious Dean leaſed out 
the Ground for ſome Space on each Side the Steps for 
building Houſes and Shops on. Theſe were ſtanding, juſt 
as they are repreſented in Hollar's Draught of this Part of the 
Church in the Monaſticon, and were of great Diſcrecit, as 
well as Annoyance, to the Fabrick ; till the worthy Dean 
Gale, amongſt other particular Benefactions, ſuffered the 
Leaſes to run out, pulled down the Houſes, and cleaned 
this Part of the Church from the Scurff it had contraſted - 
by the Smoke proceeding from theſe Dwellings, 

Eaſtward you take a View of Archbiſhop Thore/ey's ſine 


| additional Building, being all the Choir-End of the Cathe- 


dral. It is eaſily diſcernable, by the Outſide, that this Part 
3s much newer, as well as cf a nobler Goz#;c& Taſte, than 
the 
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the Weſt End. To the Eaſt, over the fineſt Window in 
the World, fits the ſaid Archbiſhop, mitred and robed, in 
his Archiepiſcapal Chair, having in his Left Hand the Re- 
preſentation of a Church, and ſeeming to point to this 
Window with his Right. At the Baſis of this noble Light 
are thirteen Heads, placed on a Row ia the Wall, from 
Angle to Angle: They are deſigned to repreſent the Heads 
of our Saviour and his twelve Apoſtles, himſelf in the 
Midſt of them, At the South Corner is the Head of a 
King crowned, deſigned, no Doubt, for that magnanimous 
Prince Eduard III. in whoſe Time this Structure was 
erefted; and at the North a mitred Biſhop projects. which 
can repreſent none likelier than the Founder. On each 
Side of this End of the Church ſtand alſo the Statues of 
Percy and Vat gſaur, armed, their Shields of Arms hanging 
by them. . It is obſerved that Percy takes the Rig Hand 
here, as Vavaſour does at the Welt End; but the Reaſon of 
it is not known. 

The Grand Tower, or Lanthors Steeple, fo called, we pre- 
ſume, from its Reſemhlance to that Luminary, is the next 
we muſt raiſe our Eyes to. It is a ſquare Building, ſupported 
on the Inſide by four large and maſſy Pillars of Stone, which 
make four Arches. This Tower is very lofty, yet Tradi- 
tian aſſures it was meant to be carried much higher, by 2 
Spire of Wood covered with Lead on the Top of it; but che 
Foundation was thought toa weak for ſuch a Superſtructure. 
On the South-Weſt Angle is now placed a Cupola for the 
the Prayer-Bell to hang in; which Structure is really a 
Deformity, being of a different Order from the reſt of the 
Church, and only taking up one Corner of the Square; 
however, by the Advantage of this Situation, the Silver 
Sound of this ſmall Bell may be heard ſome Miles off the 
City. The Motto upon it alludes to its ringing early in 
the Morning for Six o'Clock Prayers, in this Diſtich ; 


Sarge cito, propera, cunctos citat, excitat hora 
Cur dormis ? Vigila, me reſonante leva, Caſt in 1 592. 


Riſe quickly, haſte, 'tis Time to ſtir for all. 
Why ſleepeſt thou? Awake, when I do call. 


In the Year 1666, by Order of the Duke of Backing - 
ham, a Turret of Wood was erected, covered with Lead 


and glazed, on the Top of this Steepke, This was to put 
Lights 
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Lights into upon Occaſion, to ſerve as a Beacon to alarm 
the Country, in Caſe the Hollanders or French, with both 
which Powers we were then at War, ſhould attempt to 
land on our Coaſts. 

Thus we have given a ſhort Deſcription of the external 
Parts of this great Fabrick. We have but to add on this 
Subject, that, by the Care and Management of two late 
Governors and the preſent one, the Fabrick-Money has 
been ſo well applied to its proper Uſe, that at preſent the 
whole Structure has almoſt regained its primitive Luſtre. 
Were but its loſt Spires and Pinnacles reſtored, it would 
altogether appear ſo, and this Fabrick might yet bid De- 
fance to Time and Weather for many ſucceeding Gene- 


rati ons. 
At our Entrance into the Church, before we look up- 
0 wards and dazzle our Eyes with the Loftineſs and Spa- 


.ciouſneſs of the Building, it will be neceſſary firſt to caſt 
them on the Ground: Here, in the old Pavement of this 
Church, were almoſt an innumerable Quantity of Grave- 
ſtones, many of which formerly ſhone like Embroidery, be- 
ing enriched with the Images, &c. in Braſs, of Biſhops and 
other Eecleſiaſticks, repreſented in their proper Habits, of 
which the Graveſtone of Archdecon Dally was a ſhining 
Inſtance.  'Theſe Stones had alſo monumental Inſcriptions 
upon them, in order to carry down the Names and Quali- 

| ties of the venerable Dead to the lateſt Poſterity. But to 

- ſce how all ſublunary Things are ſubje& to Change or De- 
_ - cay, what was thought the moſt durable by our Fore- 

| fathers, for this Purpoſe, by an unaccountable Turn of 
Fate proved the very. Occaſion of Deſtruction by their: 
Sons, Let no Man henceſorth ſay, Exegi Monumentum 
Hre perennius *, in the ſtrict Senſe of the Words: There 
is an Inſtance of the Loſs of a fine Palace for the Lucre of 
the Lead upon it, and now this Aris ſacra Fames + has 
robbed us of moſt of the antient monumental Inſcriptions 
that were in the Church. | 
At the Reformation this hair-brain'd Zeal began to 
 ſhew itſelf againſt painted Glaſs, Stone Statues, and Grave- 
ſtones, many of which were defaced and utterly deſtroyed, 
along with other more valuable Monuments of the Chu 75 
ti

+ The curſed Thirſt of Braſs, 
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till Queen Elizabeth put a Stop to thoſe moſt ſcandalous 
Doings by a Proclamation. | 

In our late. Civil Wars, and during the Uſurpation, our 
Zealots again began theſe Depredations on Graveſtones, 
and ſtripped and pillaged them to the minuteſt Piece of 
Metal, We know it is urged that their Hatred to Popery 
was ſo great, that they could not endure to ſee an Orate pro 


Anima, or even a Croſs on a Monument without defacing 


of it. But it is plain that it was more the poor Lucre of the 


Braſs, than Zeal, which tempted theſe Miſcreants to this 


Act; for there was no Graveſtone, which had an Inſcrip- 


tion cut on itſelf, that was defaced by any Thing but Age 


throughout this whole Church. 

In the old Pavement of the Church were a Number of 
Circles, which ranged from the Weſt End up the Middle 
Iſle, on each Side and in the Center. They were about 
forty-four on a Side, about two Feet Diſtance from one 
another, and as much in Diameter. Thoſe in the Midſt 
were fewer in Number, larger, and exactly fronted the En- 
trance of the great Weſt Door, that Circle neareſt the En- 


trance in this Row being the largeſt of all. We take all, 


theſe to have been drawn out for the Eccleſiaſticks and Dig- 
nitaries of the Church to ſtand in, habited according to their 
proper Diſtinctions, to receive an Archbiſhop for Inſtalla- 
tion, or on any other ſolemn Occaſion. The Dean and the 
other great Dignitaries, we preſume, poſſeſſed the middle 
Space, whilſt the Prebendaries, Vicars, Sacriſts, Prieſts at 
Altars, Sc. belonging to the Church, ranged on each Side; 
and all together, when clad in their proper Copes and Veſt- 
ments, muſt have made a glorious Appearance: From 
whence, we take it, this Iſle was called the Proce/jonal 
Ie. | 

3 i is now a new Pavement for the Body of the 
Church, which noble Deſign was begun by Subſcription 
from the Nobility, Clergy, and Gentry of the County; ſet 
on Foot and compleated in the Year 1736, by the Care and 


Management of Dr. Ofba/de/ten, then Dean; the Expence 


of which amounted to upwards of 2500 4. The Plan was 
drawn by that eminent Painter and Architect, Mr. Kent, 
under the Direction of Lord Burlington. It is a Kind of 
Moſaick Work, thought propereſt for a Gol hicł Building, in 


which all the old Marble Graveſtones of the Church are 


wrought

wrought vp. The Stone was given by Sir Zarard Ga/- 
coigne, of Parlington, Bart. from his Quarry at Huddietone ; 
by which generous Act the antient Name of Ga/tvigne 
ſhould, in the Liſt of Benefactions, follow thoſe of Perty and 
Vavaſour. The whole Pabement is laid on Brick ſet Edge- 
ways, the Interſtices filled up with dry Materials, to pre- 
vent the Damp from affecting of it. 

To give the Reader a juſt Idea of the ne, and old 
Pavenieiits of the Church, we refer to the Plans; the old 
Draught was taken by Mr. Terre. The Figures, Letters, 
c. refer to the moſt remarkable Graveſtones which were 
in the Church; and this Plate muſt be allowed to be a 
great Curioſity, ſince the whole, except in the Choir-End, 
is now quite taken up and erated. 

The Chantries and Altars dedicated to particular Saints, 
Which were diſperſed in ſeveral Places of this Church, 
come next to be confidered. It is difficult, at this Day, 
to aſſign any of the reſpective Situations; and as impofſiible 
in a great many of them, as it is now, to find out the Lands 
the Chantries were originally endowed with. It appears 
by a Catalogue of all the Chantries within this Cathedral, 
as they were certified into the Court of Augmentations, 
Anno 37 Henry VIII. that there were above forty Altars 
erected in different Parts of it. What Regard ought to be 
pag to the Piety of the Founders of them, we ſhall not ſay ; | 

ut it is certain they muſt have been a great Disfigurement 
to the Beauty of the Church whilſt they were np; yet, 
when taken down, it is Pity the Lands, Sc. afhgned for 
the Maintenance of the Chantry Prieſts, the Rents of which 
would now amount to a very conſiderable Value, was not 
given to the Support of the Fabrick : But they were too 
good Morſels to eſcape ſwallowing in that Age. 

In Mr. Dodfworth's Collections, printed in Steven's ad- 
ditional Volumes to the Monafticon, is a Catalogue of theſe 
Chantries and their ſeveral Founders, with their yearly 
Value.: But this is not near fo particular an Account ef 
them as may be met with in Mr. Torre's Manuſcripts, who 
has extracted from the Regiſters all the original Endow- 
ments, and at the ſame Time has given cloſe Liſts of the 
Parſons attending at each Altar. The whole would make 
a Volume of itſelf, and is therefore too copious for our De- 
fign ; we ſhall therefore only give the Reader a C * 
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of the Names and yearly Valuations of them, from Mr.

The moſt remarkable of theſe Chapels were three at the 
Eaſt End of the Church; that of St. Stephen's to the North, 
All- Saints to the South, and betwixt them was the famous 
Chapel of St. Mary, made by Archbiſhop Thoreſby; which 
laſt, ſays Stubbs; that Prelate, as a true Reſpecter of the Vir- 
gin-Mother of God, adorned with wonderful Sculpture and 


Painting. At the Reformation this Chapel, without any 


Regard to the Founder of this Part of the Cathedral, was 
torn in Pieces and deſtroyed. Our Northern Antiquary, 
the late Mr. Thoręſby, got a large Piece of tha Carved-Work, 
which he ſays was preſerved by ſomebody in a neighbour- 


ing Houſe to the Church, being incloſed betwixt two Walls. 


This had a Place in his Muſæum as a great Curioſity, both 
in regard of the Excellency of the Sculpture, and the Re- 
ſpect he paid to the Memory of the Archbiſhop his Ance- 


ſtor. His Regret for the Deſtruction of this curious Cha- 


pel, makes him break out in the Words of the P/a/mi/t, A 
Man was famous according as he had lifted up Axes upon the 


' thick tree; but now they break down the Carved-Work thereof 


gvith Axes and Hammers. 

The Wood-Work about all theſe Chapels in the Choir 
was taken down by Order of the two laſt Governors of the 
Church, the Deans Finch and Ofſbaldeton, by which this 
End of the Choir is now quite laid open: But the Chapels 
in the Croſs - Iſle are moſt of them made Uſe of for Veſtries 
for the Dean and Reſidentiaries: That next the Clock has, 
in Memory of Man, been uſed for Six o'Clock Prayers. 

In the Year 1753 the two Chapels next the Clock were 
fitted up a- new for early Prayers, after a Difuſe of half a 
Century, and are done in a very decent and convenient 
Manner. The Prayers now begin at Six o'Clock the Sum- 
mer Half-year, and at Seven in the Winter: Formerly 
they were performed in the Choir at Six the whole Year 


through. In one of theſe Chapels, viz. that neareſt the 
Clock, 
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Clock, the Dean and Chapter's Court is likewiſe he'd. 

The Serwice-Choir, or that Part of the Church which 
only ſerves for Divine Worſhip at preſent, is ſeparated 
from the reſt of the Church by a thick Partition-Wall ; 
the Front whereof is adorned with varions Mouldings of cu- 
rious Workmanſhip in Stone ; amongſt which is a Now of 
the Effigies of our Kings from the Conqueſt to Henry VI.“ 
The — ge of this laſt Monarch was certainly taken down, 
in —2 to his Enemy and Succeſſor Edvard IV. 
by the Archbiſhop's Orders —＋ in being; for the common 
People bore ſo high a Veneration for the Memory of this 
ſaniified King, that they began to pay Adoration to his 
Statue. The Cell remained empty till the Reign of King 
James I. at whoſe firſt coming to this City the Dean and 
Chapter thought fit to fill up the Vacancy with his Figure. 
It is obſervable that his Name is put underneath, Farobns 
primns, Rex Ang. we ſuppoſe in DiſtinQion to the fixth of 
Scotland; for it was improper for them to tyle him frſt of 
England otherwiſe. | 

In the Midft of this Screen is placed the Door into the 
Choir ; which, together with # 2: Paſſage, is curiouſly 
wrought with pretty Mouldings and Carvings, On the 
Centre of the Stone Roof is a very neat Piece of Imagery 
of the Virgin, with her Arms acroſs her Breaſt, and adored 
by three lite Angels. The Door itſelf was formerly 
Wood. Work, but of late Years a handſome Iron one was 
given, painted and gilded, * hen Mary Wandesford. I he 
two Side-Iſles have now each of them a handſome Door of 
Iron-Work.- Theſe were placed here by the Care, or at 
the ſole Charge, of the late Dean Finch, as his Creſt upon 
them teſtiſies. 

The Organ is now placed over the Choir Door, where 
it antiently ſtood ; but was removed thence by Order of 
King Charles J. and placed 1 * to the Biſhop” s Throne;

The * Choipl is ſtill CY with its antient Wood- 
Work, carved and ſet up with Cluſters of knotted Pinnacles 
of different Hei ghts; in which are a great Number of {mall 
Cells, which Eb had Images of Wood in them for greater 
Decoration. Under theſe are the Stalls for the Canons, 
Sc. beginning with the Dean's Stall on the Right, and the 
Precentor's on the Left Hand “, each Stall being aſſigned 
to a particular Dignitary by a written Label over it.

other Cathedrals. The late Dean Ofbaldefton cauſed Doors to 
be put to the Paſſages of the uppermoſt Stalls, in order to keep 
thoſe Seats, which uſed to be crowded with Mob, for the 
Dignitaries, Gentlemen, and better Sort of Citizens, who 
attend Divine Service... _

Thomas Cracreft, D. D. gave this Brazen Eagle for the 
Uſe and Ornament of the Cathedral Church of York, ſacred 
to St, Peter, 1686. 

The Cathedra, or Throne for the Archbiſhop, is fituated 
at the End of the Prebendal Stalls on the South Side. It 
was a plain Piece of Oak Wainſcot, no ways ſuitable to the 
Dignity of the Primate. Archbiſhop Lamplugb intended, 
if he had lived, to have erected a new one, a Draught of a 
then noble Deſign, being taken for it. 

The Pulpit. uſed to be brought, on preaching Days, to 
the . firſt. Aſcent betwixt the Ladies Pews; but it being 
judged. by the late Dean Finch that the Preacher's Voice, 
for want of Repercuſſion of Sound, was loft in the Vaults 
of the Church; he ordered the old Pulpit, which had been 
long diſuſed, to be placed where it now ftands ; but in the 
Year 1740 the old Throne and the Palpit were both taken 


down, 
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down, and in their Stead ate placed two others of Garbiet 
Workmenſhip, and very ſuftable to the reſt of the Wood- 
Work in the Choir. At the fame Time the Ladies' Pews, 
by Order of the late Denn O/Saldgfon, were rebuilt, and in 
1741 alt the Doors wete new lined, and finiſhed in the 
fame Taſte, conformable to the other Parts of the Building, 
from a Phan drawn by Mr. Ken. 1 

The Aſeent from the Body of the Church, through the 
Choir to the Altar, is by a Gradation of fifteen Steps. 
The Akar received a conſiderable Improvement, as to its 
Situation, in the Year 1726, and the Whole Church in its | 
Beauty, by taking away a large Wooden-Screen, which 1 
almoſt obſtructed the View of the Raſt Window. This 1 
Screen was handſomely painted and gilt, and had a Door | 
at each End, which opened into a Place behind the Altar, 
where antiently the Archbiſhops uſed to robe themſelves at 
the Time of their Inthronizarions, and thence proceeded 
to the High Altar, where they were inveſled with the Pall. 

On the Top of this curious Screen was 4 Gallery for Mu- 

ſick, as is uſual in Popiſh Churches for the Celebration of 1 
High Maſs. At the taking away of this, the Altar was car- | 
ried back one Arch, to a Stone Screen behind it of ex- 
eellent Gothick Architecture, which now not only ſhews a 
Beauty in itſelf, that was hid before, but alſo opens a 
View of one of the nobleſt Lights in the World. This 
Work was done by Order of the late Dean Finch. .. | 
' Antiently there were two Altats, one on each Side the 
High Altar; that on the North Side dedicated to St. Ste- | 
phen, the oppoſite to the bleſſed Virgin, Concerning the = 
Great or High Altar, we find the following Account rela- | 
ting to the Celebration of it. | 


In the Year 11 59 Pope Alexander III. ſent his Letters | 
Mandatory 40 Roger then Arehbiſhop of Yer4, command- 1 
ing him that he, together with the Chapter of his Church, | 
gct-it by Decree eſtabliſhed, that none do preſume to cele- | 
brate Maſs at the High Altar of the Cathedral Church, | 
except he be a Biſhop, or ſome Canon of the ſame; and | 
that none do read the Goſpel or Epiſtle at the Time of Ce- 
lebration of Maſs at this High Altar, unleſs he be a Canon 
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of the Church; for before every Prieſt was admitted to 
celebrate Maſs thereat, whereby the Dignity of the Church 
was in ſome ReſpeR diminiſhed and grown vile. 

The numerous Ornaments belonging to this Altar may 
be ſeen in the Catalogue of the Church's Veſtments, c. 
taken in the Time of Henry VIII. There is likewiſe a par- 
ticular Account in the — of ſuch Plate, Copes, Veſt. 
ments, and other 'Things belonging to the Choir, as they 
were given in Charge to be kept by William Ambler, Clerk 


of the Veſtry, Anno 1633; by which it appears that our 


ſecond Reformers cleared off 4 45 the firſt had left. 

Leſt the Altar ſhould again be robbed of its preſent 
Ornaments, Plate, & c. we think proper to give an Ac- 
count of what it is now enriched with ; as likewiſe the 
Donors of them. 

King Charles I. beſtowed upon the Church a large 
Quantity of Communion Plate, when there was ſcarce as 
much left out of their long Inventory of Riches as to per- 
form the Office with Decency ; alſo a common Prayer- 
Book and Bible, large Folio, bound in Crimſon Velvet. 

Archbiſhop 1 gave Plate to the Weight of two Hun- 
dred and eighteen Ounces. 

Archbiſhop Dolben gave one Hundred and nine. five 
Ounces. 

The Lord Beaumont gave two Silver Candleſticks, 
weighing füſty- three Ounces, 

Archbiſhop Lamplugh gave the Covering or Axtependium

* This Tapeſtry, in the Middle, repreſented Moſes found by 
Pbaroab's Daughter; on the North Side, God ſending Manna from 
Heaven to the IGaelites; and on the South Side of the Altar 33 
Moſes again ſmiting the Rock Horeb, from which comes a Pouring 
of Waters that ſeem 3 to — in deligtuful Streams, 
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In Honorem DRI hoc Pavimentum legavit DoroTHEA 
| N1xon, 1732. 


In the Year 1760 Dr. Fountayne, the preſent worthy 
Dean, cauſed the Tapeſtry to be taken from the Altar- 
Screen, which is a magnificent Piece of Gorick Architec- 
ture, the Length whereof is 49 Feet, and the Height 28 
Feet. It conſiſts of eight Gorhick Arches, filled up with 
beautiful Tracery in the Manner of Windows, with Piers 
and Pinnacles between, which ſupport: a Cornice ; and 
upon that are Battlements enriched with Tracery and 
Shields. All the Openings are now glazed with Plate 
Glaſs to the Springing of the Arches, with Bars of gilded 
Copper ; and by the Curious this is eſteemed one of the 
greateſt Beauties of the Church. 7 1 

Under the Altar are the Vaults, which are entered into 
at North and South by two Iron- grated Doors. Theſe 
Vaults make an equilateral Square of fourteen Vards over, 
and are divided into four Iſles by nine ſhort middle Pillars 
of Stone, which ſupport the arched Roof. According to 
the Number of theſe four Iſles, theſe Vaults had in them 
as many Altars and Chantries ; one of which Chantries was 
remarkable, called the Chantry at the Altar of St. Mary in 
cryptis, where her Maſs was daily celebrated with Note 
and Organ. On the Weſt Side is a Draw-Well, with a 
Stone Ciſtern. , | 5 

In Winter, from All Saints to Candlemas, the Choir is 
illuminated at Evening Service by ſeven, large Branches, 
beſide a ſmall Wax Candle fixed at every other Stall. 
Three of theſe Branches were the Gift of Sir Aitbur In- 
gram, Anno 1638, as appears, by an Inſcription on each, 
who alſo ſettled 4 /. per AJnnum on the Church for finding 
them with Lights. Two more were given by Ralph Loaw- 
ther of Ackworth, Eſq; the laſt unknown: "Theſe, with 
two large Tapers for the Altar, are all the Lights com- 
monly made Uſe of; but, on the Vigils of particular Ho- 
lidays, the four Grand Dignitaries of the Church have 
each a Branch of ſeven Candles placed before them at

In 1748 Mr. John. Allen, formerly an eminent Dancing- 


Mafter 
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n Hiftorical Deſeription of the 
Maſter in this City, alſo left 200/, to the Dean and Chap- 
ter for providmg. more Lights for the Winter Service. 

There is nothing elfe to be deſcribed in the Service 
Choir but what is common to other Cathedrals ; and we 
ſhall be lefs particular in ourDefcription of the other Parts 
of the Church, as the Perf] Aive Views of the Buildin 
will give the Reader a e bettvs Idea of It than Words 
can pretend to. From the great Weſt Entrance we count 
ſeven Pillars of a Side to the Lantern, which form eight 
Arches. The two firſt ferve as a Baſis to the higheſt, 
lighteſt, and moſt extenſive Arch in the World, which 
ſupports great Part of the Weight of two Steeples. Over 
the other Arches are placed, in Stone, the Arms of the 
principal Benefactors to the Fabrick, one on each Side. 
On the Top of theſe Arches runs an open Gallery on both 
Sides the Nave. Exactly over the Joining of each Arch 
ſtood, formerly, an Image, in Stone, of the Tutelar Saints 
or Patrons of the ſeveral Nations in Europe; but our Zea- 
lots depoſed them all, except St. George, whom they left 
for a Reaſon not worth mentioning, being an idle Story 
of his oppofite a Dragon's Head. Over theſe are the 
Windows of this middle Ille, adorned with Imagery and 
divers Coats of Arms. One of theſe Arches, as is here 
repreſented, expreſſes the reſt. | 

The Roof of the Nave is Wood, the Ribs or Groins of 
which compoſe a moſt curious and admired Tracery, 
adorned with large carved Knots, which have been gild- 

ed, and are in the Nature of Key-Stones to fupport the 
Work. Each of theſe Knots repreſents ſome Part of Sa- 
cred Hiſtory. The reft of the Wood-Work has been 
formerly painted a Sky Colour, but the late Dean cau- 
ſed it to be all waſked over white. 

The great Window at the Weſt End of the Church is a 
very noble Light, though not near ſo fine as its Oppoſite.

The Side-Iſles are arched with Stone, the Spondils, 45 
the Workmen call them, being Stone plaiſtered over. 
The Knots at the Angles — been curiouſly carved 


and painted. Theſe Roofs have alſo been lately waſhed 


over, beautiſied, and repaired. Over each of 1 En- 


trances into theſe Iſles are Repreſentations of Hunting and 


Killing of Wild Beaſts, in a Sort of Baſſo: Relievo; as alſo 


— tearing the Lion, &c, The ſixteen Windows 


which give Light to theſe Iſles, are all, except two, of the 
old painted Glaſs, and in very good Order. The upper- 
moſt Window in the North Iſle was taken Anne 1641, 
by ſome careful Hand, as a moſt curious Portrait of 
Roy al and Noble Bearings; which Window) we give as 
a Specimen of the reſt. The Shields of Arms upon it 
are from the Top; firſt, St. Peter; then the Imperial, 
England, Old France, Arragon, King of the — 


C oftil and Leon, Feruſalem and Navarre. The Figures 


in Coats Armorial are, firſt, the Emperor, King of Ar- 
ragon, Old England, Old France twice over, Beauchamp, 
Clare, Beauchamp again, Roſs, Monwbray, Clifford, and 
Percy. 

The Eaſt End of the Church has nine Arches, with 
Fe Galleries, Windows, and a Wooden Roof over it 
as before. In the uppermoſt Windows are the Figures 
of thoſe Kings, Biſhops, and Noblemen who were Bene- 
factors to this Part of the Building, with their Arms un- 
derneath, and all in their Robes, in moſt glorious Co- 
lours. The Side-Ifles of the Choir are arched with 
Stone, the Windows of them wonderfully preſerved; 
thoſe eſpecially which are in the Tranſept, or Croſs of 
the Choir, cannot be too much admired. They reach 
almoſt to the Roof of the Church, are divided into-one 
hundred and eight Partitions, each of which repreſents 
a Piece of Sacred Story. But, 

What may juſtly be called the Wonder of the World, 
both for Maſonry and Glazing, is the noble Eaſt Win- 
dow. It is very near the Heighth and Breadth of the 
middle Choir. The upper Part is a Piece of admirable 
Tracerysy below which are one hundred and: ſeventeen 
Partitions, repreſenting ſo much of Holy Writ, that it 
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almoſt takes in the whole Hiſtory of the Bible. This 
Window was begun to be glazed, at the Expence of the 
Dean and Chapter, Anno 1405, who then contracted 
with Fohn Thornton of Coventry, Glazier, to execute it. 
He was to receive for his own Work Four Shillings a 
Week, and to finiſn the whole in leſs than three Years. 
We may ſuppoſe this Man to have been the beſt Artiſt 
in his Time for this Kind of Work, by their ſending fo 
far for him, and indeed the Window ſhews it; we hope 
our Drawer and Engraver have done Juſhce to his Me- 
mory. | | 

On the Wall in the North Iſle of the Choir, Dean 
Gale, who had the Intereſt of thre Fabrick much at Heart, 
cauſed a large Table to be erected, with the Names and 
Dates of the ſeveral Founders and BenefaQors to this 
Church, in order to preſerve the Memory of them to 
Pofterity, and to encourage other publick-ſpirited Per- 
fons to do the fame. There has been no Addition to 
the Catalogue fince his Time; but the Contributors to 
the new Pavement deferve a Memorial in it. Below 
this, in the Wall near the Doors, are ſeveral large Cells 


for Images, Which have formerly been painted.

The South Part of the Croſs-Iſle was built by Malter 


Grey, and is the oldeft Part of the whole Fabrick. 


'The 


Architecture of both Ends of this Ifle differs from any of 
the reſt, It is raiſed upon round Stone and Marble Pil- 
lars, alternately running up by Cluſters to their lowered 
Chapiters, whereon are turried the Arches of the little 


Side-Iſles. 


In waſhing the Church over lately theſe Pil- 


lars are now made undiſtinguiſhable; the ſmaller of them

52 An Hiftgrical Deſeription of the 
are of Marble, and there being no Quarry of the Sort in 
all this Country, ſome Peoplh have imagined them to be 
factitious: But, upon better Information, they appear 
to have been taken from a Quarry near Petævorth, in 
8uffex; by comparing a poliſhed Specimen ſent by the 
Rev. Dr. Langavitb, Rector of that Place, and a Native 
of Fort, with theſe Pillars, no ſenſible Difference could 
be obſerved betwixt them, The Doctor's Memory ſug- 
peited to him that the Marble which compoſed theſe Pil- 
ars, as well as the Pillars in the Chapter-Houſe, and 
thoſe of Walier Greys Tomb, were got out of that 
Quarry ; and the Diſtance from thence to Ycr4 being no 
ObjeMon, Petworth being within twelve Miles of the 
Sea, and within four or five of a navigable River, it al- 
together has a very probable Appearance. The Doctor 
farther obferves, that this Marble has been uſed in ſome 
other old Cathedrals at a greater Diſtance from the 
Quarry than 7or4, particularly the Pillars in Weftmin/ter 
Abbey, the Temple Church, Saliſbury Cathedral, and in- 
deed in moſt of the large Gorhick Buildings in England; 
therefore 1t can be no Wonder to find it in ſo expenſive 
and ſtately a Building as Torꝭ Minſter, From the Ca- 
itals of theſe Pillars are turned the Arches of the 
ooden Roof; Part of which bears Teſtimony that it is 
of a later Date than the Stone-Work, by an Eſcutcheon 
of the Arms of King Edward III. being carved on a 
Center Knot on the North Side of the Lanthorn. The 
Roof of this Part of the Building is ſo low, that it ob- 
ſtructs ſome Part of the Þpper Windows at both Ends. 
This can proceed from nothing but hat has been be- 
fore hinted in the Deſcription of the Outſide of the Weſt 
End of the Church, that it had a Stone Roof once upon 
it; but, being judged too heavy, this was built under 
it, and the upper Roof taken away, which occaſions it 
to be ſo much lower than it ought to be, x 
The South End of the Church is enlightened by fix 
Windows, that at the Top being moſt remarkable. It is 
a fine Piece of Maſonry in Form of a Wheel, or, as Mr. 
Torre writes, + Marygold'; from whence it 1s called the 
Marygold Windoav, it's coloured Glaſs repreſenting an 
Image of that Flower. The firſt Window over the 


_ Clock-Houſe is adorned with a large Image of St. Wil- 
: liam, 
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bam, habited i» Poxtificalibus, with his Shield of Arms 
under his Feet. The ſecond Window confiſts of two 
Lights, and hath at the Top of both a ſmall Image of an i 
old King ſitting in Azure Robes, with a Globe in his- 4 
Hand, placed in Triangle to the Sun and Moon on each i 
Side below. Without Doubt this Figure was deſigned 1 
to repreſent God the Father; many Inſtances of the like = 
Nature in the Churches abroad, in Painting, &c. ſhew' x 
that the Catholicks have frequently aimed at a Repre- 1 
ſentation of that immenſe and inſcrutable Deity. On 1

one Side is a large Image of St. Peter, on the other that 
of St. Paul, with their Inſignia underneath them. In the 
laſt is the Figure of St. W/f5:.7, in Robes as before, and 
under him 1s placed an Efcutcheon of Arms, which, 
Mr. Torre ſays, is aſcribed to that Prelate. | 

In one of the Windows under the former, is depiQted. 
a Magiſtrate in his Gown, kneeling at a Deſk ; below 
it is this imperfe& Inſcription,

This Window was glazed by Sir John Pety, Knight, ſome 


. Time Lord Mayor of the Citie of York, who died 12 No- 
vember, Anno Dom. 1508. 
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The North Part of the Tranſept, though of a later j 
Date, is of the ſame Gothic Taſte as the former; for 4 
which Reaſon this Repreſentation of one Arch will give = 
the Reader an Idea of all. It is here to be noted, that 2 
the Arches in both theſe Ends of the Church are bolder, 
and nearer Segments of a Circle, than what was built in 
ſucceeding Times. In the Ang/o-Norman Age all their 
Arches made Uſe of in Churches were nearer to the Ra- 
man Taſte than the acute Ox-Eye Arch, which came af- 
terwards into Faſhion. Several antient Seals of Churches, A 
which are finely drawn in a Manuſcript of the late cele- 9 
brated John Anjiis, Elq; Garter King, do witneſs the 1 
Truth of this; for here the Repreſentations of their old- 
eſt Churches are made Uſe of for Seals, after the newer 1 
were rebuilt by the Eccleſiaſticks of ſucceeding Ages. 1 
The End of this Building is beautified with five noble 4 
Lights which conſtitute one large Window, and reach |

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almoſt from Top to Bottom of this North End: This 
Window. has been called the Fez; Window, but for 


what Reaſon we know not. There is alſo a Tradition 


that five Maiden Siſters were at the Expence of theſe 
Lights; the painted Glaſs in them repreſenting a Kind 
of Embroidery, or Needle-Work, might perhaps give 
Occaſion for this Story. Theſe Windows are of a very 
uncommon Make, and are each about fifty Feet high 
and five broad. In the Year 1715 they were much ſet 
off in their Beauty by a ſmall Border of clear Glaſs, 
which runs about the painted, and illuſtrates it wonder- 
fully. The Archbiſhop's Conſiſtorial Court is in one of 
the Side-Iſles to this Part of the Building, as alſo the 
Dean and Chapter's near the Chapter-Houſe Doors. In 
the Windows of theſe ſmall Side-Iſles are, or were, the 
following Bearings, vix. Lord Latimer over the Entrance, 
a Saxon King, Scrope Archbiſhop, St. Paul. Azure a 
Chevron ingrailed inter three Hinds Heads eraſed Or. 
Mall. On the other Side was, in Mr. Torre's Time, 
the antient Arms of the See, impailed with Vert three 
Roebucks Trippant Argent, attired Or. Arehbiſhop 
Rotherham. h , 


We come laſt to deſcribe the great Tower, or Lan- 
thorn Steeple, as it is commonly called, we ſuppoſe, from 
bearing a Reſemblance to that Luminary. It is founded 
on four great Pillars, each compoſed of Cluſters of round 
Columns yracnany leſs as they conjoin the Body of it. 
Over the four great Arches theſe Pillars make, are placed 
eight Coats of Arms, two and two on a Side. On the 
Weſt, the Arms of England, the Flowers de Lis diftin- 
guiſhed; with the Arms of Edward the Confeffor. On 
the Eaſt, the Pallium, or antient Bearing of the See of 
Fork, and St. Viſſrid. To the North, the Arms af- 
ſigned to two Saxon Kings, Edwin, and Edmund the 
Martyr. And on the South, the peculiar Arms of the 
Church, and thoſe of Valter Skirla<v, the great Bene- 
factor to this Part of the Building. The Arms of 
England ſhew that this Steęple was not finiſhed 'till the 
Reign of Henry V. or VI. who were the firſt that alter- 
ed the old French Bearing. Over theſe Arms are ſeve- 
zal Flowers, Cherubims, and cloiſtered Cells for Images,

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*till you come to a handſome Stone Balcony, or Terras, 


which is embattled, and goes quite round the Squares 
of the Tower. The Windows are eight in Number, 
two on aSide. The Roof is adorned with Tracery, Arch- 
wiſe, with Wooden Beams gilded and knotted. . The 
Center Knot, which is the largeſt, 1s carved, and repre- 
ſents the two Images of St. Peter and St. Paul, with a 
Church betwixt them. 107 
In the joining the old Work to this new Steeple, there 
is ſomewhat remarkable to be taken Notice of: Upon 
a View may be obſerved, that from each End of the 
Croſs, and on each Side, proceed two Arches of a 
large Sweep, and a third is begun, of the ſame Dimen- 
ſions. But by the Interpoſition of the North and South 
Iſles, and of the Nave and Choir, they are interſected, 
and let drop into four ſuch narrow Arches, that one of 
them was thought fit antiently to be filled up, and the 
reſt have 3 the ſame, as judging them no Sup- 
port to the Fabrick without it. By this we may learn 
how difficult it was to join the new Building to the old, 
and yet preſerve Regularity. 


We ſhall only add to the foregoing Hiſtory of this 
auguſt Edifice, a ſummary Account of ſome new Works 
(not before mentioned) carried on and compleated b 
the late and preſent worthy Governors of this Cathedral. 

In the Year 1733 the Roof of the great 'Tower was 
repaired, and the Dome entirely new covered, at the 
Expence of about 600 /. 
In 1744 the Chapter-Houſe was ſtripped of its Co- 
vering, and new leaded, at the Expence of about 5001. 
On a thorough Survey of this Part of the Building, when 
thus laid open, in which the moſt curious Workmanſhip 
appeared, it was computed, by very good Judges, that 
the Timber employed in the Support of the Roof 
would, at this 'Time, colt 1000 /. 

In 1745 the large South-Eaſt Pinnacle was thrown 
down by Lightning, and the prodigious Stones which 
compoſed it carried to a conſiderable Diſtance: Another 
was ſoon after ereQed in its Place, in every Reſpect 
equal to the former, 
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The above uſeful, but expenſive, Undertakings were 
carried on and compleated by the commendable Care 
and * — of its late worthy Governor, Dr. Ofdal- 
defton, of Hutton-Bujhbel, in this County, advanced in the 
Year 1747 to the See of Carliſle, and afterwards to that 
of Londen; in whoſe Place this Church is again very 


fortunate in having a worthy and active Governor ſet 


over it, une” ar" Fountayne, of Melton, in this County 
alſo, the preſent Dean, whoſe Concern for the Preſerva- 
tion and Beauty of this Fabrick has been inferior to none 
of his Predeceſſo:s. | 
In 1751 the Pinnacles of the North-Weſt Tower were 
blown down with ſuch Violence, that they brought with 
them to the Ground the whole Roof, the Floors betwixt, 
and demohſhed Part of the new Pavement. At the ſame 
Time the Roof of the South-Weſt Corner being found 
out of Repair, both Roofs were new leaded, ink all the 
Pinnacles re-eitabliſhed, the Expence of which amount- 
ed to near 600 /. | 


In 1753 an Accident happened, which was near pro- 


ving fatal to this noble Edifice, and threatened to lay 


all its Honours in the Duſt. By the Careleſſneſs of the 
Workmen a Chafing-Diſh of Coals, which was uſed in 
fixing the Lead upon the Roof, had been left by them 
in one of the Lead Gutters, and by the Heat of the Coals 
the Wood under the Lead, which was extremely dry, 
took Fire, and blazed out with great Rapidity before it 
was diſcovered: As ſoon as it was obſerved, which 
was about Eight o' Clock in the Evening, the Inhabi- 
tants of the City were in the utmoſt Conſternation, and 
ran from all Quarters to aſſiſt in extinguiſhing the 
Flames; which, by the Means of a Number of Fire- 
Engines, was happily effected, after burning a conſider- 
able Part of the Roof over the little Iſle in the South 
Croſs. The Damage occaſioned by this Fire was, 
with great Diligence, repaired by the active Care of the 
preſent Dean. 


To conclude this: low Account of this magnificent 
Fabrick, but which indeed no Words can illuftrate as it 
ought to be, we ſhall only ſay, That it is a Building of 
that Magnitude and Extent, that, even in thoſe _— 
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which affected the erecting of Religious Structures, it 
took near two Centuries to complete; ſince which it = 
has ſtood above three more, and hitherto eſcaped the 
Teeth of corroding Time by Wind and Weather; or, 
what is much more deſtructive than either of them, 
Party Zeal. Let it be then the Prayer of all good Men, 
that this glorious Building, the great Monument of 'our 
Forefathers Piety, may never want a Governor lefs de- 
voted to its Preſervation than the two laſt actually 
were, or the preſent one hitherto has been. That this 
Fabrick may ſtand firm; and tranſmit to late Poſterity 
the Virtues of its Founders, and continue, what it has 
long been, not only a fingular Ornament to. the City 
and theſe Northern Parts, — to the whole Kingdom. 
The particular Rents aſſigned for the Support of the 
Fabrick amount, according to Mr. Torre's Calculation, 
but to 171}. 25. 8 d. per Ann. beſides St. Peter's Part 
as a Reſidentiary. There has ſince been an Addition 
made to theſe Rents by a Legacy left to the Church of 
1000 J. by William Earl of Strafford, which purchaſed 
Lands in Barroxuby and Little Leak to the Value of 48 /. 
per Ann. Theſe annual Sums, and what accrues ſome- 
times upon the Renewal of Leaſes, are all that is now left 
N to keep and maintain this vaſt Building in Repair: But, 
| ſmall as they are, the Sectaries, under their Admmiſtra- 
| tion, would needs have involved them in the common 
Sale of the Dean and Chapter's Revenues ; by which 
Means this noble Fabrick muſt long ere this have been a 
Heap of Ruins. 'The Magiftracy of York were ſomewhat 
alarmed at it, and wrote a ſpecial Letter to their then . 
Repreſentatives in Parliament, in order to put a Stop to - 
this moſt ſcandalous Aﬀair. A Copy of the original 
Letter is here ſubjoined, to ſhew the Danger this glori- 
ous Fabrick run in thoſe pious Times of Reformation.

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An 3 of all ſuch Perſons of Honour as bave been bu- 
ried in this Cathedral, and who have now no Monuments at 
all, or are robbed of their Inſcriptions, &c. 


O begin with the Burials, from the firſt, we ſhall not 

vel for the Sepulchre of King Ebrank, nor of the 

reſt of the Britiſh Kings and Princes which Geofry Mon- 
mouth aſſures us died and were buried at York; but, to de- 
ſcend to greater Certainties and better Authorities, we ſhall 


mention Venerable Bede, who writes that the Head of the 


famous King Edwin was interr'd in the Cathedral at Tork, 
of his own founding, and his Body was buried at Hhithy, 
as alſo Ethelm and Etheldrida, a Son and a Daughter of this 
King. Theſe two laſt, ſays Bede, died ſo ſoon after Bap- 
tiſm, that they had not put off the white Raiment, then 
worn, for POL Time, by ſuch Proſeylites as received the 
ſacred Laver. Anno 680. 

About the Year 86 Beſa, Archbiſhop of this Province, 
died, and was buried in his Cathedral. 

Eadbert, King of Northumberland, died and was interr'd 
in the Porch of St. Peter's Church in York, Anno 767. 
Two Years after, Egbert his Brother, Archbiſhop of this 
Province, alſo died, 4 was buried beſides him. 

Eanball, Succeſſor to the laſt-named King, was alſo here 
interr'd, in the Year -97. 

For many Years after this, during the Dani/a Wars, the 
Archbiſhops of this Province died, and were buried none 
knows where: Nor is there any Notice taken in Hiſtory of 
any conſiderable Perſons being interr'd at Tori, except we 
mention St. Ezerilda, Abbeſs of Whithy, whom the Danes 
flew, with all her Convent, and ſhe is ald to have been bu - 
ried at York. 

In the Year 1014, ſays Simeon of Durham, Sweyne, the 
Pagan Daniſh King, a Man repreſented to be horribly cruel; 
was ſlain, by a Miracle at Gain/brough, in the Midi of his 
Conqueſts, and buried at York. The Miracle is too extra- 
ordinary to inſert. 

Toſty, the furious Earl of Northamberland, killed at the 
Battle of Stainford- Bridge, was brought to York, and there 
interr'd, Anno 1066. 


Alared, Archbiſhop, next occurs to be laid in his Cathe-

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dral, juſt before the Deſtruction of it by Milliam the Con- 
queror, in the Vear 1069. ä 


Thomas, his Succeſſor, who rebuilt the Church, died 
here, and was buried in it; ſo was Gerard, Archbiſhop, 
Anno 1108.

Thomas the ſecond was alſo interr'd here, Arno 1114, 
though now. no Memorial. is in being of either of them. 


Henry Murdac, Archbiſhop, who died Anno 1153, lies

The firſt Prelate that we can fix a Place of Sepulture to, 
is Villiam, commonly called St. William, who died the 
Vear following.

Archbiſhop Godfrey de Kinton is ſaid, by Stubbs, to be 


buried in this Cathedral; but the Place of his Interment 


is unknown, unleſs we ſuppoſe the Tomb on the Right 


Hand Walter Grey's to be his.

The Tomb of Wilkam Langton, Dean of Vork, which 


once ftood near the Clock-Caſe, is the firſt that bore any 
Inſcription ; an Account of which may be found in the 
Deſcription of that Part of the Church where it ſtood, 
The Fragments of it lie now upon Archbiſhop Bowers 
Tomb. It is plain this fine Monument was torn in Pieces 
by the Puritans in the Uſurpation, for it was ſtanding 
intire Anno 1641, when a Draught of it was taken.

John Romain and Henry Newark, Succeſſors to the for- 
mer, are ſaid, by Stubbs, to be both laid in the Cathedral, 
but now without any more Memorial of them, in the 
Years 1295 and 1299. 

William de Greenfield comes next. Stubbs has laid him 
in Porticu S. Nickolai, St. Nicho/as's Porch in this Church, 
where his Monument, as. is repreſented, ſtill remains. 
The Portraiture of that Saint is in the Window, but the 
Tomb has no Inſcription. Anno 1315. 


William de Melton, Archbiſhop, Founder of the Weſt 


End of the Church, died Arne 1340, and was buried near 
the Font, (ad Fontem, ſays Stubbs) where his Grave was 


found, which was covered with a large blue Marble, quar- 
terly cloven, and had been plated with Braſs on the We- 
ders, and all over in the Middle, but all quite erazed. This 
Miſchief muſt have been done at or near the Reformation. 


ſince Dodſeorts is filent as to any Epitaph on this Grave- 
ſtone in his Time. 

In the Year 1344, our Hiſtorians take Notice that Wi/- 
liam de Hatfield, ſecond Son to King Edward III. died, and 
was buried in our Cathedral. The Place where, is now 
pncertain ; but there is an Image of a young Prince in 
Alabaſter, proſtrate, with a Ducal Coronet on his Head, 
and a Lion couchant at his Feet, which in all Probability 
was deſigned for him, this Prince dying in his Childhood, 
This Figure is now lying in the South Choir. 

William de ia Zouch, Archbiſhop, died Anno 1352, and 
was interred, according to Stubbs, againſt the Altar of St.

Jobn Thoreſby, the laſt Prelate which Stubbs mentions, 
was buried in this Church, and laid, as that Author writes, 
before the Altar of the bleſſed Virgin Mary, in his new 
Work of the Choir, Anno 1373, This Altar was under the 
great Eaſt Window, but no Stone or Monument does now 
mark the Place of his Interment ; yet, as long as this Part 
of the Fabrick ſtands, he cannot want a Memorial.

In the Choir-End of tlie Church, in 52 Epitaphs which 
Mr. Dodſeeorth gives us, near 30 of them were remaining 
entire and legible before the Pavement was altered. Theſe 
ſeem to have been preſerved by the Choir Doors, which, 
being kept for the moſt Part ſhut, did ſecure them from 
Plunder. But what has efcaped within that Incloſure, 
bears no Proportion to thoſe which are ſtripped without; 
for in the Body of the Church, in 113 Epitaphs, not 20 
of them were left, and half of thoſe were cut on Stone; 
which plainly proves that the poor Lucre of the Braſs was 
the greateſt Motive to'the defacing theſe venerable Remains 
of Antiquity. 

There are but two, in the whole Catalogue of Inſerip- 
tions, that rife higher in Date than the 13th Century; nor 
are there any, commonly to be met with in Eng/and, that 
we know of. The Tomb of Dean Laxgton claims Seniori- 
ty to any in his Church for an Epitaph, being dated Anno 
1279, as is viſible upon the Remains of it at this 7 *

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This Tomb, Mr. Dod/worth ſays, ſtood within an Iron | 
Grate near the Clock, on the Right: He calls it a Braſs 0 

Tomb, and ſuppoſes that the Dean was flain by an armed ft 
Man at Maſs, becauſe the Image had a Repreſentation of a | 
Wound in its Head, and the Story was depicted in the ad- 
joining Window. We take this to have been ſome Allu- 
ſion to the Murder of St. Thomas a Becket, for we are not 
to ſuppoſe that the Brother of Stephen Langton, then Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, could be ſlain in ſo publick a Man- 
ner, and no Notice taken of it in Hiſtory, The Monu- 
ment fared no better for its Covering with Braſs, for the 
Plunderers in the ſtripping broke the Stone to Pieces, 
which were ſome Time ago found buried in the Ground, 
probably by ſome confiderate Perſon of thoſe Times, in 
digging Dean Fincbe's Grave. We ſhall begin our Deſcrip- 
tion of the Graveſtones, Monuments, c. from the South 
Entrance of the Croſe Iſle, and then this remarkable Tomb 
of Langton's takes Place according to its Seniority.

[ Here lies, in the Hope of future Glory, Richard Sterne, 
deſcended from a reſpetable Family at Mansfield. Three 
Colleges of Cambridge contended to do him Honor, and boaſt 
F him as their own. Having been a Scholar of Trinity 
College, he teas elected Fellow of Chrift's, and afterwards 
enjoyed and adorned the Maſterſbip of jeſus'. He attended 
the Martyr William of Canterbury, as his Chaplain, on 
the falal Scaffold, with whom he had the Courage even to hat 
died, for he dared to be good among the worſt of Men. Aſter- 
wards he was employed in the Education of ſeveral Gentlemen 
of Rank and Fortune, and in this Character it was his Study 
to inſtill into them thoſe Principles of Piety and Loyalty which 
might engage them in the true Service of God, and, when the 
Times allowed it, of the King.

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be endowed, and ſome with even more than their original Poſ- 
/[trons. Had he lived in primitive Times he had not been in- 
- ferior to the moſt ancient Ornaments of the Church: Every 
Thing that becomes and adorns a Prelate ſhane in his Charac- 
ter; Fortitude, Authority, San#ity, Charity, univerſal Know- 
ledge, and a Magnanimity equally ſuperior to proſperous aud 
edverſe Fortune. In every Inſtance be lived according to the 
Laws of the moſt perfect Virtue, ard his Government in the 
Church was the Government of unblemiſbed Fuſtice and Fide- 
lity, tempered with the moſt amiable Lenity and Candor. Even 
in his 86th Year his Perſon was ſtill ere and graceful, bis 
Countenance full of Dignity, his Eye full of Spirit, and all his 
Senſes unimpaired: His Mind ſtill enjoyed all it's Vigor, and 
retained all it's Wiſdom : In extreme old Age he taſted nothing 
of the Dregs of Life, and is an eminent Example of the happy 
Fruits of a temperate and ſober Conduct. He died Jane 18, 
1683, aged 87.)
